Senate bid to upset school-aid veto fails

SPRINGFIELD — The Illinois Sen- 


ate Wednesday failed by four votes to 
override Gov. Daniel Walker's veto of 
Ml million in education funding, but a 
final decision on the measure was 
postponed until Friday. 


However, the Senate did vote to 


override Walker's veto of a con- 
troversial abortion bill. The override 
means a woman will need her hus- 
band's permission to obtain an abor- 
tion. 


The education override, which 


needed 30 votes to pass, failed on a 31- 
to 26 vote. Two senators voted pre- 
sent. After the override attempt 
failed, its backers immediately post- 
poned final consideration of the move. 


ALL 25 GOP senators voted to sus- 


tain the veto, including David Regner, 
R-Mount Prospect; John Nimrod, 
R-Skokie; Bradley Glass, R-North- 
brook; John Graham, R-Barrington, 
and Howard Mohr, R-Forest Park. 


Meanwhile several compromise bills 


for education funding moved through 
preliminary stages in the House and 


Senate. The Senate took the bills out of 
a legislative education committee dur- 
ing the third special session of the 
General Assembly. 


The bills, if passed, would provide 


about $20 million in school-aid funds 
and make several changes in the 
school funding formula. 


The legislature is meeting in a regu- 


lar session to consider only those bills 
vetoed by Walker. Concurrently, three 
special sessions are dealing with new 
measures introduced during the last 
two weeks. 


Some observers noted the three- 


hour debate before the override at- 
tempt may have been caused in part 
because the session was televised for 
the first time in history. 


State Sen. Thomas C. Hynnes, 


D-Chicago, the chief sponsor of the 
school-aid bill, said he will attempt to 
find the necessary votes to have the 
measure approved. He did not com- 
ment on whether senate Democrats, 
loyal to Mayor Richard Daley have 
reached the point at which they would 
be willing to work out a compromise. 


REGNER, NIMROD, Glass and 


Graham all said they did not believe 
the necessary votes could be obtained 
to override the veto. Regner and Gra- 
ham said they might be willing to ap- 
prove additional funding for special 
education but were opposed to approv- 
ing another appropriation for the com- 
mon school fund. 


The Senate did not consider a sepa- 


rate |35 million appropriation for spe- 
cial education Wednesday. 


The lengthy debate on the education 


veto override attempt brought many" 


dire predictions from senate Demo- 
crats. Senate Pres. Cecil Partee, 
D-Chicago, predicted, "There will be 
a thousand little New Yorks all over 
this state because school districts will 
have to raise taxes." 


Nimrod, however, disputed Partee's 


prediction, and said the state is al- 
ready spending $1.25 billion for educa- 
tion and a $100 million reduction in 
spending would not have a significant 
effect.

90 students to be added to schools 


Dist. 23 gives OK to 'RussetwoocT developer 


The Prospect Heights Dist. 23 Board 


of 
Education 
gave its approval 


Wednesday night to a proposed hous- 
ing development which will add about 
90 students to district schools. 


The Courts of Russetwood, a devel- 


opment of 105 single-family homes, 
priced from $80,000 to $100,000 apiece 
is planned by Szczesny Builders for 
an area north of Thomas Avenue and 


east of Waterman Avenue in Arlington 
Heights. 


The developer's engineer attended 


the meeting to answer questions, 
which board members had raised at 
last week's meeting, about drainage 
and retention problems. 


THE DEVELOPER said a meeting 


today was planned with the Village of 
Arlington Heights, and the board's 
suggestion that a sidewalk plan for 


Willow Road area be extended across 
the property of two private home- 
owners would be discussed. 


The school board agreed to accept 


the 
builder's suggested 
payment 


schedule of $10,500 or $100 per home. 
The schedule calls for initial payment 
to the district of $5,000 30 days after 
construction starts, with the remain- 
der due within the following 15 
months. 


The housing project is expected to 


be completed within four to seven 
years. 


In other action, the board accepted 


a bid of $1,609 to furnish a non-slip 
finish hi the shower areas of MacAr- 
thur Junior High School. Rubber mats 
in the building also will be replaced 
with concrete. The work will enable 
the- district to conform to state life- 
safety codes. 


Hope to curb epidemic next year 
Warning system for encephalitis

An early-warning system to detect 


encephalitis and possibly head off an- 
other epidemic like the one that killed 
21 persons in Illinois this year will be 
established by the state department of 
public health. 


The program is intended to find ear- 


ly evidence of the virulent strain of 
St. Louis encephalitis in birds and 
mosquitos, and to trigger expanded lo- 
cal mosquito spraying before the dis- 
ease becomes widespread. 


A total of 598 confirmed and prob-

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able cases of encephalitis were report- 
ed in Illinois this year, 332 of them in 
the six-county Chicago metropolitan 
area and at least 11 in the Northwest 
suburbs. 


THE DISEASE killed 21 persons - 


13 of them in the Chicago area — and 
is suspected in the death of 12 to 21 
additional persons, including a 42- 
year-old Rolling Meadows man. 


More than 10 times as many en- 


cephalitis cases were reported in Illi- 
nois this summer compared with any 
other previous year. 


Dr. Joyce Lashof, director of the Il- 


linois Dept. of Public Health, Wednes- 
day said the state will hire an arbo- 
virologist, an expert in insect-carried 
diseases, to conduct laboratory tests 
on birds and mosquitos across the 
state. 


Some experts believe Illinois and 


the Chicago area are headed for an- 
other problem year with encephalitis, 
although there is no sure way of pre- 
dicting the occurence of the disease, 
Lashof said. 


"We're going into it blind for next 


year. We may get absolutely nothing, 
or we could well hive a repeat of what 
we experienced this summer. 


ST. LOUIS encephalitis starts as a 


virus in birds. It is picked up by mos- 
quitos which then transmit the disease 
to humans. Scientists do not under- 
stand the origin of the virus. But Dr. 
Mark Lepper, director of state health 
planning, Wednesday said that an un- 
usual environmental 
condition of 


some type is thought to have in- 
tensif. 3d the disease this year. 


"We would not be making the deci- 


sion to be prepared if we did not think 
a major outbreak is possible next 
year," Lepper said. 


Fewer encephalitis cases were re- 


ported in the North and Northwest 
suburbs than in other parts of Cook 


County. But there is no guarantee that 
this pattern will hold if the disease 
becomes widespread next year, he 
said. 


State health officials believe that a 


timely alert to local mosquito abate- 
ment districts will help prevent an en- 
cephalitis epidemic in 1976. 


Up to now, abatement has been 


aimed at eliminating mosquitos from 
backyards and picnic areas to keep 
them open for family enjoyment, Lep- 
per said. But with the tragic incidence 
of St. Louis encephalitis this summer, 
mosquito eradication has become a 
public health necessity.

Utility taxes 


cost you 


The village utility tax has increased 


because of'rising utility rates and now 
the average homeowner pays about 
$88 in utility taxes annually, which 
nearly equals the village's share of 
the property tax. 


Since it was imposed in January 


1971, $5,796,401, includingjnterest, has 
accrued in the account. The money 
has been used for capital improve- 
ment projects, primarily for water 
and sewer works, although it was tap- 
ped for planning funds for the public 
works center on Ridge Avenue. 


A spokesman for Commonwealth 


Edison Co., said failure to pay the tax 
on the power bill could result in sus- 
pension of service. 


HE SAID THE power company 


must pay the taxes to the village and 
then be reimbursed by its customers. 
Edison keeps a portion of the money 
as a collection fee. 


"We have to pay the tax — no ifs, 


ands or buts about it," he said. 


He said if a customer refused to pay 


the 5 per cent tax, it would take sev- 
eral billing periods before service was 
cut off. 


"If it (the unpaid tax) amounted to 


a substantial portion of the bin, yes, 
we'd have to take regular credit ac- 
tion on the account," the spokesman 
said. However, he said that such ac- 
tion has never been taken by Com- 
monwealth Edison. 


The utility tax in Hoffman Estates, 


which was to be repealed in two 
years, will come to an end Dec. 31, a 
year ahead of schedule.

The Arlington Heights utility tax 


could be repealed by the end of next 
year if no new village projects are au- 
thorized by village officials. 


According to a memo prepared by 


Allen Sander, village engineer, the ob- 
ligations to the tax will be met by 
Dec. 31, 1976 or February 1977 at the 
latest. 


The memo said, " . . . it will be 


necessary to extend the utility tax at 
least through the first quarter of fis- 
cal 1976-77 if we are to meet our pro- 
grammed commitments." 


SANDER SAID that based on proj- 


ected collections of the tax, a surplus 
of $192,195 will exist after the obliga- 
tions are met He said the surplus 
"should be sufficient to cover all con- 
tingencies and possible cost increas- 
es." 


The 5 per cent tax is levied on wa- 


ter, gas and electrical bills in the vil- 
lage. The utility companies act as the 
collection agencies on behalf of the 
village. 


Monies from the tax are being used 


for capital improvement projects in 
the village including sewers, wells 
and water mains. 


The suggested contingency fund was 


cut this week when the village board 
voted to contribute $25,000 to the Old 
Town Sanitary District to put in a 
sewer between Thomas and Olive 
streets along Waterman Road. 


THE VILLAGE had prepared plans 


previously to install the sewer. How- 
ever, the village installation would 
have been more costly. 


Village Pres. James T. Ryan cast 


the tone vote against the contribution, 
noting that the project was a "good 
one" but (hat he did not want to ex- 
tend the tax. 


Ryan campaigned for office on a 


platform that included replacing the 
utility tax with higher real estate 
taxes when existing obligations are 
met. He said it would save the home- 
owners money because real estate 
taxes can be deducted from federal 
income taxes while the utility tax can- 
not 


"I want, and I am quite actively 


trying, to eliminate the utility tax,"

Tax hike inevitable: 
state comptroller 


Illinois Is certain to have a tax Increase even if the legislature 


does not override Gov. Daniel Walker's education aid vetoes by 
Friday, Illinois Comptroller George Llndberg said Wednesday. 
Lindberg said he based his prediction on the state's financial posi- 
tion and on Walker's "inability" to cut state programs to save 
money. Since July 1, 1974. Lindberg said the state has spent $400 
million more than it took in and all state bills for the fiscal year — 
from last July 1 to next June 30 — must be paid by Sept. 30,1978. 
He said at current spending levels, the state will have more bills to 
pay than it has money to pay them. An override of Walker's educa- 
tion aid vetoes could only aggravate the problem, he said. "When 
you've got this situation with liabilities to pay and no revenues to 
pay them with, it doesn't make any difference if it's $10 million or 
$100 million," Lindberg said. 


Accord reached in Dist. 62 


A tentative two-year contract settlment calling for a 6.5 per cent 


salary increase for teachers was reached Tuesday in DCS Plalnes 
Dist. 62. The agreement was reached during negotiators' first ses- 
sion with a mediator. The contract calls for a 7 per cent increase of 
the base pay raising salaries for beginning teachers to $10,000 from 
$9.330. Experienced teachers will receive a 6.5 per cent increase 
this year plus the average 2.7 per cent Increase normally given for 
an additional year's experience. Dennis Anderson, union president, 
said he believes "our friends to the east had an Impact on the 
board. They proved a strike is effective," referring to East Maine 
Dist. 63 where teachers went out on strike for three days before 
reaching a contract agreement. 


River Trails to resume talks 


Contract negotiations in River Trails Dist. 26 will resume Tues- 


day. Although a tentative contract settlement was reached in early 
September, teachers delayed voting on the package until this 
month, citing, unhappiness with extra-duty and salary provisions. 
The teachers rejected the earlier tentative agreement when 92 per 
cent of the union voted against accepting the pact, George Chase, 
River Trails Education Assn. president said.

THE ILLINOIS HOUSE voted ear- 


lier this month to override the veto of 
the abortion measure, which has been 
called unconstitutional. Some state offi 
cials said the new law now gives Illi- 
nois two conflicting statutes dealing 
with abortion. The new law also re- 
quires that women under 18 obtain 
their parents' permission before get- 
ting an abortion, restricts certain 
types of fetal research and prohibits 
saline solution abortions. 


In calling for a vote against the 


measure, State Sen. Dawn Clark 
Netsch, D-Chicago, urged the Senate 
to "stay with the state's present abor- 
tion law and not thwart previous court 
decisions."

Spain's Franco loses last battle 


GENERALISSIMO FRANCO 


MADRID, Spain (UPI) - General- 


issimo Francisco Franco died Thurs- 
day at the age of 82, ending a 36-year 
reign as the last of the right-wing dic- 
tators who rose to power on the eve of 
World War II, the Spanish news agen- 
cy Europa Press said. 


Spain's uncertain future will be gov- 


erned by Prince Juan Carlos de Bor- 
bon, 37, already the acting chief of 
state, who will be sworn in as Spain's 
first king in 44 years. The last king 
was his grandfather, Alfonso XIH, 
who fled in 1931 when a republic was 
declared.

Population growth linked to war risk 


Current population growth rates In developing countries together 


with the proliferation of sophisticated weapons increase the risk of 
war, the chairman of the U.S. Council on Environmental Quality 
said Wednesday. There are 4 billion people inhabiting Earth and 
Dr. Russell Peterson said about 70 per cent of those people live in 
the developing nations. At present rates of growth, he said the 
developing countries will hold 82 per cent of the global population in 
35 years. 


Satellite launched to check ozone layer 


An Explorer satellite was launched from Cape Canaveral 


Wednesday night on a mission to see whether aerosol sprays and 
pollutants are damaging the ozone layer that screens the earth 
from direct ultraviolet radiation. The 1,625-pound Explorer —the 
55th scientific satellite in the Explorer series —was launched on 
schedule at 8:06 p.m. CST atop a Delta rocket.

Israeli warplanes zoom low over Beirut 


Israeli warplanes zoomed over Lebanon's presidential palace on 


the outskirts of Beirut Wednesday, drawing antiaircraft fire but 
flying away safely without attacking any target. Residents of Bei- 
rut said two of the warplanes made a low pass over the Tal Zaater 
Palestinian refugees camp. Later, three Israeli jets appeared over 
Tripoli in northern Lebanon and flew over the Badawi and Nahr 
Al-Bared refugee camps. 


from the outlawed Communists and 
other left-wing political _ forces who 
w e r e forced underground during 
Franco's rule, but all were expected 
to bide their time to see if the new 
King of Spain can steer the country on 
a more democratic course. 


Franco's fatal illness began on Oct. 


17 when he was stricken with in- 
fluenza, followed on Oct. 21 by a 
series of massive heart attacks that 
would have killed most men half his 
age. 


He was kept alive for a month with 


emergency operations and artificial 
life sustaining apparatus including a 
kidney machine, a device to keep his 
heart beating, a respirator to keep 
him breathing and a machine to keep 
constant check on his blood pressure. 


By then the Spanish public was ask- 


ing openly why doctors did not let the 
aged Caudillo die in peace and dignity 


— reminiscent of the case of Karen 
Quinlan, a New Jersey girl who has 
lived in a comatose state for nearly 
seven months while a judge refused 
permission to turn off her life sustain- 
ing machines. 


Finally, on Nov. 19, the doctors de- 


cided there was nothing more they 
could do but Just maintain the part of 
the treatment that did not cause any 
suffering. For days newspapers had 
asked that they do just that — stop 
hurting him and let him die in peace. 


Franco was an obscure 43-year-old 


colonel when he took command of the 
right-wing forces which overthrew the 
Spanish republic in the 1936-39 civil 
war at a cost of nearly one million 
lives. He was backed in that struggle 
by Adolf Hitler and Benito Mussolini 
who sent planes, men and arms to 
fight the loyalist forces backed by Jo- 
sef Stalin. The struggle then was re- 


garded as a dress rehearsal for World 
War II. 


Franco was the last of the towering 


personalities who dominated Europe 
in the 1930s and 1940s. He outlived 
s u c h contemporaries as Winston 
Churchill, Franklin D. Roosevelt, Jo- 
sef Stalin, and Dwight D. Eisenhower. 


His authoritarian, right-wing, one- 


man rule survived for 33 years while 
Hitler and Mussolini fell in World 
Warll. 


With the iron will so typical for him, 


Franco tried to ignore the illness at 
first, receiving his aides and min- 
isters for talks and trying to carry on 
physical fitness exercises in his El 
Pardo palace. 


But complications set in and gradu- 


ally his medical team was increased 
to 32. The stress of repeated heart at- 
tacks and phlebitis caused his stom- 


ach to ulcerate rapidly. He had a 
massive stomach hemorrhage Nov. 3 
and underwent emergency surgery for 
the removal of ulcers and the patch- 
ing up of a ruptured abdominal aorta. 
Such was his condition that the oper- 
ation had to be hurriedly performed 
in the infirmary of his personal 
guardsmen on the palace compounds. 


Massive bleeding returned and he 


was transferred to La Paz Hospital, 
Spain's most modern, where most of 
his stomach was removed Nov. 7. 
Four days later the stitches ruptured 
and a third operation to resew the 
intestines was performed. In an 
Franco received 112 pints of blood 
transfusions. The doctors said only his 
tremendous will to live kept him from 
passing away at that stage. 


Sedatives put Franco to sleep after 


the third operation, and he never 
came out of it. 


Terrorist bombings increasing: FBI 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - FBI Direc- 


tor Clarence Kelley said Wednesday 
there has been a sharp increase this 
year in the number of terrorist bomb- 
ings in America by New Left revolu- 
tionaries. 


Kelley told the Senate Internal Se- 


curity subcommittee that a number of 
terrorist groups have "spread across 
our nation" and had received "both 
moral and material support from 
some segments of the American pub- 
lic " 


He did not name which segments he 


was talking about. Bombing by "New 
Left revolutionaries are now on the 
increase," Kelley said. 


He said there were 46 terrorist 


bombings in just the first six months 
of this year, one more than the total 
45 such incidents records in all of 
1974. In 1973 there were 24 bombings 
claimed by or attributed to terrorist 
groups. 


Chairman James 0. Eastland said 


he was "personally very much con- 
cerned about not only the new resur- 
gence of terrorism but also about the 
progressive crippling of police in- 
telligence activities essential to cop- 
ing efficiently with terrorists and ter- 
rorist organizations and the threat to 
our internal security which they pre- 
sent." 


Sen. Strom Thurmond, R-S.C., said, 


^'The terrorist bombings in this coun- 
try must be stopped." 


Kelley also denied during a brief 


conversation with reporters that the 
FBI was engaged in terrorist activi- 
ties in an effort to trap suspect terror- 
ists. 


"I can say categorically that we do 


not have provocateurs . . . who are 
going around engaging in terrorist ac- 
tivity/' he said. 


Kelley said the FBI had data show- 


ing some 634 bombings, fire bomb- 


ings, ambushes, police shootings, and 
other terrorist activity had occurred 
between 1971 and 1974. 


He said the police have "been the 


prime target of the urban guerrilla" 
and that since 1971 "the deaths of 43 
officers and the wounding of 152 more 


have been linked to these terrorists." 


Kelley said there was no difference 


between recent terrorist activities and 
"the murderous Ku Klux Klan violen- 
ce of a decade ago." 


Kelley also said the bureau had no 


legal justification for its smear cam- 


paign against Dr. Martin Luther King 
Jr. but suspected, without evidence, 
he might be under "Communist in- 
fluence." He urged Congress to ex- 
ercise more control over his bureau 
and help "restore any breach of credi- 
bility" it had suffered. 


Claim CIA agent assured of plot to kill Castro

Congressional sources said Wednes- 


day an emissary —who said he was 
sent by then-Attorney General Robert 
F. Kennedy — reportedly assured a 
Cuban CIA agent in Paris that a plot 
to assassinate Premier Fidel Castro 
was approved by high U.S. officials. 


The assurances were conveyed to 


the Cuban agent on Oct. 29, 1963 — 
less than a month before President 
John F. Kennedy was assassinated in 
Dallas.

In 1944 he 
wrote that Roosevelt's mind was 
roaming and he had lost his "old pow- 
er of focus." The 42-volume diary of 
the former vice president was opened 
at the University of Iowa library 
Tuesday, 10 years after Wallace's 
death.

Pocahontas' body not likely to be returned to U.S. 


GRAVESEND, England (UPI) — 


Pocahontas isn't likely to be going 
home next year despite America's Bi- 
centennial 
celebrations. 
At 
least, 


that's the word from the guardian of 
her grave. 


"I think it would not be her wish," 


the Rev. Colin Pilgrim said. "She is 
on record as veing very reluctant to 
return to Virginia." 


The Rev. Pilgrim is vicar of St. 


George's church, burial place of the 
Indian princess who played a key role 
In the survival of England's first colo- 
ny in Amelca. 


"I don't want to give the idea that 


we want to hold onto her for any self- 
ish reasons," he said. "But there is 
another factor." 


The church burned down in 1727 and 


another was built on top of it. All the 
bodies buried in the old church were 
put in a common grave, the vicar 
said. 


"There have been many attempts to 


find her bones," he said. "No one has 
ever succeeded." 


He said he knew of the resolution 


introduced in the U.S. House of Rep- 


resentatives calling for Pocahontas' 
remains to be returned for the'Bicen- 
tennial. 


"I certainly hope they don't s,uc- 


ceed," one of his parishioners snorted. 
"It really is rather an absurd thing to 
do." 


Legend says Pocahontas threw her- 


self on top of Capt. John Smith, leader 
of Virginia's Jamestown colony, to 
prevent her Indian chieftain father 
from having him killed. 


She was probably in love with Smith 


— she called him her "big, whiskery 


bear-man that is of my heart" — and 
their friendship kept the peace be- 
tween Jamestown and Chief Pow- 
hatan's Pamunkey tribe. 


Colonists fearing for their safety 


'when Smith sailed back to England 
seized her as'a hostage. 


Pocahontas, thinking Smith was 


dead, married a prominent settler, 
John Rolfe, and sailed with him to 
England, where she became a sensa- 
tion. 


A stone plaque recalls her burial in 


Gravesend on March 21, 1617. She 


died just as she was about to sail for 
Virginia. 


In a pamphlet written for church 


visitors, The Rev. Pilgrim quoted a 
member of King James I's court as 
saying the princess was "sore against" 
returning to the colonies. 


"It seems a most curious thing to 


say if she were eager to go back to 
her own country," the minister said. 


Told of Rev. Pilgrim's remarks, a 


spokesman for the resolution's spon- 
sor, Rep. G. William Whitehurst, 
R-Va., said "it's interesting that he 


says she was so reluctant to leave 
England because she died as she was 
about to leave for America." 


Vic Powell said Whitehurst's office 


has heard several stories about where 
Pocahontas' remains are located. 
"There seems to be a great deal of 
uncertainty. 


"We think it deserves more looking 


into on an official level," Powell said. 
"We would be interested in having 
her remains returned ... the Pamun- 
key Indian tribe has expressed inter- 
est in it and endorsed the project."

Arlington Heights will be offered zon- 
ing in exchange for annexing to the 
village under a proposal by L. A. Han- 
son, Arlington Heights village man- 
ager.

shares, down from the 20,760,000 
traded Tuesday. 


Observers said in addition to the 


New York City situation, investors 
were beginning to analyze the eco- 
nomic recovery, which appears to 
have leveled off recently. They said 
there was little immediate market re- 
action to the Commerce Department's 
report personal income rose l per 
cent in October, down from the 1.2 per 
cent rise in September.

Opinions sought on plant waste 


by LEA TONKIN 


Th« Environmental 
Protection 


Agency is seeking public opinion on 
plans to regulate hazardous industrial 
wastes that endanger plant and ani- 
mal life. 


A public hearing is slated Dec. 4 by 


the EPA (or the discussion of hazard- 
ous waste management. The session 
wilt be at the O'Hare Kennedy Holi- 
day Inn, Rosemont, starting at 8:30 
a.m. 


Hazardous wastes can be chemical, 


biological, flammable, explosive or 
radioactive substances. Examples in- 
clude pesticide wastes, oily sludge 
from petrochemical industries and ob- 
solete munitions. 


Nonradloactive hazardous wastes 


are produced at an estimated rate of 
10 million tons a year in the United 
States. "Growing industry production, 
bans and cancellations of toxic sub- 
stances and the effectiveness of air 
and water pollution controls, along 
with ocean dumping restrictions, are 
Increasing the pressure for hazardous 
waste disposal inland," the EPA says. 


The Dec. 4 meeting is one of a 


series of hearings planned in four 
states.

CLEAN POWER-PLANT fuel would 


be produced at an Illinois coal gasifi- 
cation test facility if federal funding 
Is obtained, said Gov. Daniel Walker 
and Thomas G. Ayers, chairman of 
the board and president of Com- 
monwealth Edison Co., Chicago. The 
$103 million plant will be built at Edi- 
son's Powerton generating station 
near Pekin. The cost would be shared 
by Edison, other private industries 
and state and federal governments. 


Plans for the proposed plant have 


been submitted to the federal Energy 
Research and Development Adminis- 
tration. The plant, which would con- 
vert solid coal into a natural gas sub- 
stitute, could be completed by early 
1978 if funding is approved. The pro- 
duction of sulphur-free fuel will stimu- 
late Illinois' economic growth and 
provide fuel for the United States, 
Walker said. *

POLLUTION LEAVES fingerprints, 


say chemists at the University of 
Rhode Island. The researchers have 
devised a method using laser beams 
to identify the types of pollutants 
which spill into waterways. 


Just as a human fingerprint never 


changes, no two contaminants scatter 
the laser beam light in the same way, 
the researchers said. Dr. Christopher 
Brown, associate professor of chem- 
istry, and his assistants plan to use 
the new technology to Identify sub- 
stances classified as hazardous by the 


U.S. Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy. The cost of the "fingerprint kit" is 
now $40,000, but Brown said they may 
be offered for a mere $5,000.

Default: could 
it happen here? 


It can't happen here, right? 
The residents and city fathers 


of Yonkers, N.Y., were saying 
that not so long ago but were 
rudely awakened when New 
York City's financial crisis be- 
gan to spread to the suburbs. 


Quickly that suburban New 


York community was on the 
brink of default before being res- 
cued last Saturday, at least tem- 
porarily, by the New York state 
legislature with a $25 million 
package to pay off notes owed 
by Yonkers. 


Yonkers, a suburb of more 


than 200,000 residents, remains 
in a fiscal quagmire with sev- 
eral million dollars in debts due 
within a month and not enough 
money to pay them. 


In a recent issue of the Yon- 


kers Herald Statesman, the 
community's financial counsel 
said that although the city is 
working on contingency plans, 
it's impossible to tell what will 
happen. "There's no definite 
p r o c e d u r e , " he said. "It 
(default) is not supposed 'to hap- 
pen." 


But it did. 
With the uncertainty of the 


world money market and par- 
ticularly the current bond mar- 
ket, it pays to look ahead, to 
keep our villages and cities on 
firm financial foundations and to 
plan for what's not supposed to 
happen — for it might. 


We are encouraged that one of 


our local governmental units is 
considering assessing its liabi- 
lities — particularly in the area 
of bond indebtedness in which 
the City of Yonkers faces its fi- 
nancial crisis. 


Former Village Pres. Ralph 


Clarbour of Arlington Heights 
has recommended a special 
committee be established to 
study the long range obligations 
of Arlington Heights and to com- 
pile a report for current and fu- 
ture village board members. 
Clarbour suggests that two 
trustees, two businessmen and 
four other persons be named. 


Such a committee and its sub- 


sequent financial report have 
merit and could provide a valu- 
able tool with which the village 
board could plot its financial fu- 
ture with the most current finan- 
cial data. 


Such a committee would be a 


great asset in annual budgeting. 
As Clarbour says, "If your reve- 
nues are only $700,000, you'd bet- 
ter not plan on spending $1 mil- 
lion." 


With that kind of conservative, 


1 e v e 1-headed decision-making 
and with current data available 
to use in projecting a financial 
picture, a town like Arlington 
Heights is not likely to encounter 
a clouded future such as Yon- 
kers is facing today. 


You can't fight city hall 


Gerald Marcy may never be a 


$6 million man, but he has been 
tagged with the title "52-cent 
man of Arlington Heights." 


Marcy made the mistake of 


going on vacation just before La- 
bor Day last September, and 
when he arrived home he dis- 
covered a bill for garbage pick- 
up in the mailbox. He promptly 
mailed the payment, but, un- 
fortunately, it was caught in the 
holiday slowdown of mail ser- 
vice and arrived at the Laseke 
Disposal Co. two days late. 


A surprised Marcy then was 


assessed a 52-cent late charge 
and took his case to Laseke, 
which called in the Village of Ar- 
lington Heights to settle the dis- 
pute. 


There weren't many questions 


asked about the situation, and 


the village gave Marcy a choice 
— pay the 52 cents or be fined 
$1,000 a day. Because Marcy 
only had "principle" on his side, 
he decided to pay the late fee 
and not, literally, fight city hall. 


One has to lose a little faith in 


the system when, seemingly in 
good faith, a resident pays his 
bill on time but is fined because 
of a delay in the postal system. 
Residents have no way to know 
how long a letter, bill, news- 
paper or anything else will take 
to go through the mails. 


We feel sorry for those like 


Marcy who get caught in the 
system and, right or not, have 
no recourse but to give up. The 
staff time Arlington Heights and 
Laseke both spent settling this 
insignificant financial dispute 
cost taxpayers many times the 
52 cents recovered from MarCy.

Schlesinger's shuffle: did Brezhnev get an ace?

It is not true that the recent 


changes In Washington are wholly, or 
even mainly, a result of the quarrel 


about foreign policy. Nelson Rockefel- 
ler has had to give up his prospect of 
remaining vice president next year 
because the Republican right wing 
dislikes him. Donald Rumsfeld has be-

come secretary of defense, and Elliot 
Richardson goes from the London am- 
bassadorship to be secretary of com- 
merce, because they are both possible 
successors of Rockefeller. William 
Colby has lost the Central Intelligence 
Agency, for talking too much about it, 
to be succeeded by another possible 
vice president, George Bush. 


But the most important event is 


J a m e s Schlesinger's sacking. It 
changes the balance of power and 
opinion in the Ford Administration in 
the matter of how to deal with Russia. 
This is not to say that Henry Kissin- 
ger will now have it all his own peace- 
making way. 


But Schlesinger was the only man 


hi the Administration of Kissinger's 
intellectual caliber. Like Kissinger, he 
believed that you have to see the world 
whole before you can work out a pol- 
icy for any particular part of it; but 
his world-view was different from Kis- 
singer's. He was less hopeful about 
what detente might do to tame the So- 
viet Union. He therefore believed that 
each negotiation between the two su- 
perpowers ought to produce at least 
as much measurable benefit for the 
West as for Russia. He wanted the 
United States to remain in military 
terms at least as strong as, and 
maybe a little stronger than, the So- 
viet Union. His going is likely to have 
three main consequences. 


FIRST, Kissinger may now be able 


to clinch a new missile agreement 
with the Russians by the time he 
wants — before next February's Com- 
munist Party Congress in Moscow — 
and in the way he wants. That means 
an agreement in which the Americans 


will give Russia the benefit of the 
doubt about its new Backfire bomber 
and will cruise missiles they are 
allowed to build. 


In fact, Schlesinger may have ex- 


posed a dangerously weak flank hi his 
own position by his support for the 
cruise missile. He is right to point out 
that the best card the Americans hold 
in bargaining with the Russians is 
America's technological superiority, 
of which this new weapon is the latest 
example. He is also right to say that 
the coming American advantage in 
cruise missiles counter-balances the 
fact that the Russians at the moment 
have more, and bigger, missiles than 
America does. 


But the technological brilliance of 


the cruise missile — its torpedo-sized 
smallness, its astonishing accuracy, 
its relative cheapness and mass-pro- 
ducibility — means that it raises at 
least a remote possibility of an Amer- 
ican first-strike capability. 


In an ideal world, meaning a world 


in which Russia accepted that it was 
weaker than America, that might be a 
powerful way of controlling Soviet as- 
sertiveness. But Russia is now strong 
enough not to accept that; it can 
catch up with the technology in the 
end. In the real world, the only pos- 
sible missile agreement will be one 
which leaves both superpowers free 
from the fear that their capacity for 
hitting back might be destroyed sud- 
denly. 


SECOND, Kissinger may find para- 


doxically that his interpretation of de- 
tente is running into increasing diffi- 
culty. The nub of this argument is 
that it is desirable to sign lots of 


agreements with the Russians — even 
agreements from which Russia gets 
more immediate benefit than America 
does — because this gives future So- 
viet governments an investment in 
continued good relations with Amer- 
ica; they won't want to lose the bene- 
fits they have won. 


It is an ingenious argument, but 


it has one major snag. If the agree- 
ments do work out on balance to Rus- 
sia's advantage, that will help Russia 
to grow stronger in relation to the 
West. Having grown stronger, the Rus- 
sians may then start bargaining even 
more toughly. 


This objection to the "long-term in- 


vestment" theory of detente is coming 
to be widely accepted in America. 
Schlesinger is unlikely to remain si- 
lent after his dismissal. He will join a 
broadening range of other skeptics 
about the Kissinger view of detente 
w h i c h includes Republicans and 
D e m o c r a t s , liberals and con- 
servatives. 


THIRD, the consequence of this 


may be that Kissinger will have to tell 
the Russians something they have not 
yet been told. This is that the detente 
relationship 
between Russia 
and 


America is unlikely to survive unless 
the Soviet government changes its 
policies in certain important matters: 
in its approach to human rights within 
the Soviet empire, and in its views on 
what Communist parties outside that 
empire should be trying to achieve. 


The growing resistance in the West 


to detente, as Leonid Brezhnev has 
defined it, stems in part from the be- 
lief that it is bringing no measurable 
liberalization to the people of Russia 


and Eastern Europe. The resistance 
will continue to grow, unless Brezhnev 
and his successor put some flesh on 
the bare bones of what the Helsinki 
declaration said about human rights 
in August. 


For Schlesinger, this is one major 


test of detente: if it does not produce 
a bit more liberty in Communist East- 
ern Europe, it will have been a delu- 
sion. Released from the half-silence of 
office, Schlesinger will join the voices 
of those who have long argued that 
the Russians must be persuaded to 
accept this. 


To keep detente alive, the Soviet 


government also should be invited to 
make up its mind on another matter. 
Does it see itself first and foremost as 
the standard-bearer of an expanding 
world Communist movement, or — 
and it is a choice — a long-term part- 
ner of the non-Communist world? At 
the moment, Brezhnev seems to be 
asking the West to accept that there 
will never be non-Communist govern- 
ments east of the Elbe, while insisting 
that there can, and will, be more 
Communist governments west of it. 


THE SOVIET Union cannot have it 


both ways. Either it accepts the idea 
of a genuine two-way competition in 
political ideas; in which case it recon- 
ciles itself to opening up the thought- 
barriers it has erected around its part 
of the world. Or it settles for keening 
the world in two compartments: 
which means that it publicly tells Its 
Communist friends in the West to 
abide by the rules of multi-party lib- 
eral democracy. Even Kissinger's de- 
tente road now points towards such a 
Soviet choice.

Why have negotiations been so 


stormy this year7 The answer is two- 
fold money and power 


IN THE GOOD old days, when 


things were booming and adminis- 
trators were begging teachers to fill 
vacancies, negotiations were friendly 
little meetings where teachers were 
told they would be getting a raise and 
said thank you 


Districts had money to put towards 


reasonable raises and for creating 
new and wonderful programs for 
teachers to work with, and everyone 
was basically happy Teachers were 
surprisingly underpaid, but if they 
were disgruntled enough with their 
district they could always go eke- 
where 


Now money is tight in most school 


districts In the state Boards of educa- 
tion are constantly wrestling with the 
problem of how to make ends meet, 
prevent deficit spending and preserve 
current prpgramming much less ex- 
pand it. At the same time teachers, 
who are consumers tike the rest of us, 
are trying to keep their salaries in 
line with the Increase in the cost of 
living. 


School boards are typically con- 


servative when it comes to money. 
They are willing to give teachers a 
raise but they'd Just as soon keep as 
much money as possible tucked safely 
away as a cushion for the future — 
and the predictions are that the future 
will be at least as bad, if not worse, 
money-wise for schools. 


TEACHERS ON THE other hand, 


generally aren't out to bankrupt a 
school district but would like as large 
a piece of the "cushion" as possible. 


Money is the obvious problem in ne- 


gotiations, but power Is becoming al- 
most as important on both sides of the 
bargaining table. 


The power struggle developed as en- 


rollment dropped in school districts, 
and the mob market for teachers 
dried up Teachers started hearing 
comments like "there are a dozen 
people lined up for each of your jobs" 
and their security went right out the 
window. 


Enter the teacher unions, and the 


timing was perfect. Teachers organ- 
ized — most of them with the state- 
wide niinois Education Assn. — and 
began fighting to get their security 
back. 


UNION REPRESENTATIVES sat 


down with teachers and told them 
they not only have a right to better 
pay but should have a say in how the 
schools are run: on class size, work- 
ing hours, how staff cuts are made, 
discipline policies and other areas 
that have traditionally been within the 
preview of school boards and adminis- 
trators. 


Many board members reacted with 


a "give them an inch and pretty soon 
they'll want to hire the superintend- 
ent" attitude, and the stage was set 
for the ongoing power struggle that is 
plaguing contract talks. 


There are other factors that add to

Sometime in the future, sprawling 


out towards the football field between 
U and A Buildings on the Harper Col- 
lege campus, a physical education fa- 
cility to rival the best in the state will 
be constructed. 


It has been two months since the 


referendum allowing the sale of bonds 
to finance the project passed and it 
will be another year, at least, before 
construction begins. But Harper, and 
the people who have the clearest 
ideas about what the facility should 
include, are working now to decide 
what, and more importantly how 
much, they can include in the build- 
ing. 


John Birkholz, the Vice President of 


Academic Affairs, Pat Lewis, the Di- 
rector of College Relations, and John 
Gelch, the Harper athletic director, 
are all agreed on the first important 
step the schools must take. 


"Right now," Gelch said, "we are 


taking input from all the departments 
that will be involved with the new fa- 
cility. Each tells us what they would 
like to have included and from there 
we'll have to start trimming and de- 
ciding what we can afford to keep and 
what must go. 


"The ideal situation, of course, 


would be if everything we wanted 
could be covered by the money we 
have to spend. But we won't know 
that until we get all the recommenda- 
tions."

Growing pains in state tourney 


Although it's only two years old, the 


state football tournament is already 
experiencing growing pains. 


If you happened to stop Mowing 


area teams when Hersey was elimi- 
nated, you might have missed the 
crowd estimate at Saturday's semi- 
final game at Deerfield — over 10,000! 


Loyola, which lost to Deerfield, had 


played the weekend before at Hersey. 
Boyd Satm, director of student activi- 
ties at Hersey, said nearly 7,000 had 
turned out — the largest ever for an 
area game. 


"I realty don't think we could ac- 


commodate more than 10,000 comfort- 
ably," said Salm, adding they had 
seating for 5,000. ' 


Those who marveled at Kersey's 


tremendous turnout must have been 
dazzled by Deerfield's. If you don't in- 
clude the 1947 championship games at 
I l l i n o i s State University, this 
Deerfield throng more than doubled 
the largest playoff attendance figure 
from last year. 


"It entailed an awfui lot of labor, an 


awful lot of man hours, an awfnl lot of 
sweat and a lot else that goes with 
it." s a i d Vince DiFrancesca, 
Deerfield's athlete director, of the 
preparation. 


Deerfield boosted its 2,800 seating 


capacity to 7,000 after three days of 
moving blechers from eight area loca- 
tions. 


When you stop to consider the other 


problems besides seating — parking, 
traffic, refreshments and toilet facil- 
ities — you've got yourself a night- 
mare. 


"The best way I can describe it was 


like putting a whale in a sardine can. 
You've got troubles," said DiFran- 
cesca. "I for one am very emphatic 
about playing in a college stadium 
that can handle large crowds." 


The Illinois High School Assn., ac- 


cording to spokesperson Jim Flynn, 
assistant executive secretary, esti- 
mates an attendance increase of 15 to 
20 per cent so far with Friday and 
Saturday state playoffs to come. Still, 
the IHSA isn't planning to approach 
c o l l e g e s about hosting semifinal 
games just yet. 


Flynn listed three reasons for keep- 


ing the games at the high school 
fields: 


• College* are still playing on Sat- 


urdays In their stadiums. 


• Host

schools receive 40 per 


cent of the net with the visiting team 
getting 30. Renting a stadium might 
prove too costly. 


• Forcing teams to travel a long 


distance to a college site could cause 
more problems than it would if one 
was the host school. 


Ironically,

aren't a thing of the future. Carter- 
ville made a 150-mile trip to Jackson- 
ville, Last year, Eat St. Louis joir- 
'neyed even farther, going to Naper- 
ville and, a week later, hosting Chi- 
cago's Gordon Tech. 


Obviously, the colleges should be 


contacted. 


Robert Kurz, associate athletic di- 


rector at Northwestern, said the col- 
lege would be "very much interested 
in it." He said the IHSA hadn't con- 
tacted NU, but he thought they could 
"work out some rental of the sta- 
dium." 


Northern Illinois University is an- 


other possibility. Its stadium seats 
20,257. Besides 
AstroTurf, it 
has 


lights, opening up the possibility of 
having a Saturday night game if the 
Huskies happen to be playing in the 
afternoon, No one could be reached 
for comment this week. 


"When these stadiums are sitting 


empty," said DiFrancesca, "they 
bring in not one penny of revenue. I 
don't think the (rental) price is going 
to be that fantastic. 


"I'm sure all the state universities 


would be more than happy to get ex- 
posure on their campuses." 


DiFrancesca should know. He was a 


head coach at three colleges, in- 
cluding Iowa State and Western mi- 
nois. 


He and many others in athletics are 


expecting bigger crowds each year. 
It's DiFrancesca's feeling that if a 
college stadium can be used in the fu- 
ture, the "hidden factor" might be 
proved out. 


"The hidden factor on the whole 


deal is this," 
said 
DiFrancesca. 


"Take any school in the area with a 
seating capacity of even '5,000. 'If a 
person can't get a seat, he's not going 
to go. You have no way of knowing 
how many would have come."

physical 


education," a complete intramural 
program, "a comprehensive men's 
and women's intercollegiate athletic 
program" and an "opportunity for 
citizens in the community to partici- 
pate in formal and informal physical 
education activities." 


"We have a timetable," Birkholz 


said, "and I think we're running right 
on schedule. 


"By January we want to finally sit 


down and really start to design the 
facility. We have to take into account 
the type of program we'll have' 10 
years from now as well as our imme- 
diate needs. 


"But we have reached our limit of 


enrollment at about 8,000 full-time stu- 
dent and the campus isn't completely 
finished yet. The need is there." 


The process .of having the facility 


cleared through four separate- 
organizations may be the most time- 
consuming task Harper faces. 


"There are four different boards 


which have to give their consent to 
this construction," Pat Lewis remark- 
ed. "First we have to go through Har- 
per's Board of Trustees, then the Illi- 
nois Community College Board, the Il- 
linois Board'of Higher Education and 
f i n a l l y , the Capital Development 
Board. 


"But there is a ' Chance we caa 


shorten the process," Lewis contin- 
ued. "Because the physical education 
facility was included in our master 
plan for Harper, which has already 
been passed; we're hoping the process 
will be shorter. , 


"But until everybody gives the OK, 


we can't put a spade into the ground." 


Exactly when that will' occur is un- 


known, but Birkholz has an idea. 


"We're hopeful of breaking ground 


in the fall," he said. "We'll go to bids 
in the late spring or summer and then 
get started. 


"We're talking about a ballpark fig- 


ure around five million dollars for this 
facility. The important thing to us, 
right now, is determining what we 
want and can do with that money."

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Hunters aim for record deer mark

An army of 83,150 shotgun-toting 


hunters are poised to stalk 97 Illinois 
counties Friday morning in quest of 
the elusive whitetail deer. 


The first three-day segment of the 


197$ campaign opens at 6:30 a.m. Fri- 
day and concludes Sunday at 4 p.m. 
with all indications pointing to anoth- 
er record harvest. 


Although 75 per cent of the deer are 


taken during the opening three-day 
period, hunters who are unsuccessful 
this weekend get a second opportunity 
Dec. 12, 13 and 14 in the final portion 
of the shotgun deer season. 


The optimistic forecast for this year 


Is based on Increasing whitetaD popu- 
lations that produced a record 14,089 
deer taken In 1974 — 10,346 during the 
opening three-day segment. 


Last year's harvest charts show 


more bucks in the central and north- 
ern counties while the productive 
southern one-third of the state is rela- 
tively stable. 


The limit, of course, is one deer per 


hunter each year and those holding 
permits to hunt Williamson County in 
southern Illinois probably have the 
best odds of bagging a buck. 


Off last year's track record, one in 


every 1.5 hunters in Williamson put 
venison on the table. Other counties 
faring well were Hancock with a 1-3 
ratio of bucks to hunters, McDonough 
with 1-3.1, Pike with 1-3.4 and Adams, 
St. Clair and Schuyler all with 1-3.6. 


Hunters gaining deer permits this 


year are not being Issued leg tags as 
in previous years. The deer permit, 
itself, will serve this purpose and af- 
ter bagging Us deer, a hunter should 
affix the deer permit to the leg. 


As always, the watchword for this 


year's shotgun deer season is safety. 
More than 800 arrests were made by 
conservation police during the split 
season in 1974, moat for violating 
regulations which require the wearing 
of colorful clothing afield. 


Hunters are required to wear a cap 


and vest or upper outer garment of a 
solid and vivid red, yellow or orange 
coloring. 


Fluorescent or hunter orange is the 


most effective color to wear in the 
field. It's the only hue not found in the 
woods, is easily visible and helps cut 
down on identity problems by other 
hunters. 


Each year many accidents are 


blamed on firearm malfunction, an in- 
excusable pardon that should be test- 
ed and corrected long before the shot- 
gun deer season begins. 


Hiking through timber without the 


gun's safety activated,, crossing a 
fence with a loaded gun and failing-to 
count the number of shells ejected 
when unloading the gun. are all in- 
vitations for a mishap. 


The walk in the woods this weekend 


will also be the first exercise for some 
shooters since last year at this time. 
The heart attack season also claims 
its fair share of victims who are phys- 
ically unprepared or those who exceed 
their ticker's limitations. 


It's also not a bad idea to carry a 


compass, knife, dry matches, small 
flashlight and a map of your hunting 
area. Know where the members of 
your hunting party are at all times 
and be sure of your target and the 
background behind it. 


Treebusting is the deer hunting ver- 


sion of skybusting for waterfowl. The 
buck hunter's percentage shot should 
be 50 yards or closer. Anything far- 
ther than that is surely testing your 
gun's pattern and sights. 


The best advice is to plan your hunt 


and hunt your plan.

Landlords, managers foot bill 
Firm finds apartments 
for newcomers to area

Apartment hunters in the Northwest 


suburbs are competing for available 
units. 


The reason — the high cost of home 


buying, say area apartment managers 
and owners. As, an increasing number 
of tenants decide to stay in apart- 
ments, for "one more year," occupan- 
cy rates increase. The exceptions in- 
clude some suburban luxury apart- 
ments. ' 


"There seems to be a run on apart- 


ments that will continue in 1976 be- 
cause 40 per cent of the home-buying 
market cannot afford to buy a home," 
said Herschel Farr, executive vice 
president of the Home Builders Assn.1 


of Greater Chicago. "Builders are try- 
ing to go every direction to sell homes 
including selling stripped homes with 
one bath, no appliances, etc." 


Farr 'said it's nearly impossible to 


collect statistics on apartment market 
vacancy or occupancy rates "because 
there is no centralized point on data." 
Low vacancy rates can be expected 
through 1976, he added. 


A check of apartment complexes in 


the Northwest suburbs was made by 
The Herald through calling various 
apartment complexes and managing 
firms. 


The occupancy rate at Walden 


apartments, a luxury 968-unit complex 
in Schaumburg, is running about 85 
per cent and the turnover rate about 
50 per cent, according to Tom 
Holmes, resident manager for Entrust 
Management Co. 


"Business is picking up," he said. 


"We picked up 15 leases this week," 
he said. 


Rents range from $250 for a one- 


bedroom unit to $315 for a two-bed- 
room apartment. 


Runaway Bay Apartments reports a 


96 per cent occupancy rate for its 350 
units in Arlington Heights. Peggy 
Russell, marketing manager for Dell 
Realty which owns and operates the 


You've just been transferred to the 


Northwest suburbs and you have no 
place to live. 


Time to start the frantic search for 


an apartment in unfamiliar territory. 
It'll probably take hours of telephone 
calls to find a decent apartment in 
your price range, right? 


Wrong! At least one local firm 


thinks so. 


Apartment Information Centers, a 


service of Relocation Consultants, 
Inc., of Chicago, wants you to knock 
on their door. The company's line of 
work is placement of apartment hunt- 
ers. No fee is charged to the custom- 
er. It's the landlord or manager who 
foots the bill. 


Area companies refer many of their 


new employes who want to rent an 
apartment, rent or buy a house or 
condominium, to the Mount Prospect 
firm. Less than 5 per cent of the 
firm's customers come In off the 


apartments to go around. 


She said some of her clients, espe- 


cially those from the South, are 
shocked at the high rents in the area. 
In some cases they have already 
negotiated their salaries when they 
find they can't afford to live the same 
way they did in the South. 


"Those from California and New 


York aren't shocked," she said. 
"They're used to paying comparable 
rents." 


Ms. Lueder added: "If they come 


from some place like Iowa they're 
shocked at the rents and the lack of 
garage and storage space they can't 
get here because it doesn't exist. It's 
not an easy adjustment," she said. 


"People with dogs, very big dogs 


are the hardest to place," Ms. Lueder 


said. "Most apartment complexes 
have a poundage limitation. Anything 
25 pounds and under is OK in most 
places." 


Persons seeking short-term leases_ 


also are hard to place because they' 
usually want one-bedroom, furnished 
apartments and there are very few of 
those, Ms. Lueder said. 


A rock-bottom price for renting an 


apartment on a short-term lease and 
renting furniture will cost a minimum 
of'$275, Ms. Lueder said. 


The firm also has been known to 


help find roommates. "We used to do 
more of it but we're not a match- 
make^" Ms. Lueder said. "We prefer 
they move in with a friend or a co- 
worker and then find a roommate on 
their own," she said. 


"We place about SO per cent of the 


people who come to us," said Ms. Su- 
zanne Lueder, manager.

"A clean, well decorated, and well 
maintained home always commands a 
better price and can usually be sold 
more quickly." 


He offers these tips on how to fix up 


your house for selling: 


This is an ideal time for painting a 


room or several rooms. The weather 
is cool enough so you can paint a room 
comparatively 
easily 
and 
warm 


enough so that ou can open windows 
to speed drying and eliminate the 
paint smell. 


Don't bet on snow covering a badly 


cracked driveway. It could just as 
easily be dry and clear and all those 
cracks will be easily visible. 


"Without care it could be a disaster 


area by spring. Whether it's an asph- 
lat surface or concrete, you should 
patch cracks and perhaps seal it so it 
presents a good appearance " 


Gutters should be cleaned of leaves 


and dirt so they run free. A clogged 
gutter or drainpipe results in water 
overflowing onto the side of the house 
in a summer rainstrom, but in winter, 
it can result in the buildup of an "ice

dam" as the result of freezing and 
thawing. The ice dam, in turn, can 
push up and damage roof shingles no- 
ticeably. A potential buyer can be 
scared off by thoughts of having to do 
a roofing job. 


If gutters are rusty, they should be 


primed and painted on the outside and 
coated with an asphalt compound on 
the inside for protection. 


"That sounds like a lot of work," 


•aid Walters, "but it can prevent an 
unsightly rust spot from appearing 
later — just when the potential buyer 
is ready to make a decision." 


Exterior painting should be done 


now before the temperature drops be- 
low 50 degrees. "A house that needs 
paint is going to be slow to sell, and 
you can't do that kind of work in the 
winter " 


Your heating system should be 


checked so it operates perfectly. 
Many prospective buyers will shy 
away from a house that seems drafty, 
or cold or even too warm because of a 
malfunctioning heating system. 


Calking should be done around the 


outside water outlets and around 
doors and windows. 


All that outdoor furniture — the pic- 


nic table and lounges — should be 
stored inside. 


"Even if you weren't planning on 


selling, and would be inclined to leave 
the furniture outside because it is 
relatively weatherproof, the potential 
buyer is going to be impressed by the 
fact you do take care of your personal 
items." 


"That's an indication to him that 


you've taken good care of your house, 
too." 


"The real objective is to show the 


potential buyer that you are a respon- 
sible home owner. That translates im- 
mediately into the act that you have a 
well maintained house to sell — one 
which isn't going to cause him prob- 
lems or expense once he buys it," he 
said 


Fixing up your house may not only 


help you to make a sale, but the costs 
can be deductible from a potentially 
taxable gain you may realize on the 
sale. 


Many fix-up expenses and improve- 


ments — like a new water heater or 
Venetian blinds — may be deductible 
if the work is done within 90 days be- 
fore the contract was made and paid 
for within 30 days later. 


"The tax situation on such improv- 


ments is a bit tricky and it's a good 
idea to review this with the real 
estate broker you are working with," 
concluded Walters.

MOW CAN CRAWFISH SURVIVE A 
DROUGHT? 


The crawfish, alias the crayfish, Is 


a rather large land-dwelling shrimp. 
He breathes through gills, and his 
body needs to be kept moist. He pre- 
fers to live underwater in a lazy 
stream — but sometimes he finds 
himself in a soggy swamp During a 
dry spell, he digs way down through 
the mud and hides himself in a moist 
underground burrow. 


Nowadays, some people cultivate 


crayfishes in rice paddies. The grow- 
ing rice plants like to stand knee-deep 
in soggy soil, and from time to time 
the fields are flooded. This suits the 
crayfish just fine. When the fields are 
underwater, they swim around gob- 
bling up scraps of food. 


When the overflow drains away, 


they nestle down in the mud and con- 
tinue eating scraps of debris. As the 
neighborhood becomes drier, they 
burrow deep down in the dirt and rest 
until the water returns. In some 
eases, a crayfish may dig a burrow as 
deep as one, two or even three feet.

As they dig, the dwindling water sup- 
ply trickles down to the bottom of the 
burrow. 


This is enough to keep him comfort- 


ably moist, at least for the moment. 
But the clever crayfish looks ahead 
and makes plans to protect himself 
from a possible drought. When his 
burrow is done, he piles a lot of dirt 
around the opening at the top. This 
seals in the moisture so his hideaway 
stays comfortable until the rains re- 
turn. 


Sometimes the pile of dirt on top of 


his burrow is four, five or six inches 
high. In some cases it is as high as 10 
inches. In any case, you usually can 
find if if you search around in cray- 
fish territory. Then you can fool him 
by poking down a stick. If he makes a 
grab for it, you can pull him out and 
have him for dinner. Many crayfish 
burrow out of sight during the dry 
season. But they are sure to reappear 
in the fall, for this is the mating sea- 
son. 


The female crawfish goes into a 


burrow to lay her 100 or so little 
round eggs. Through the winter they 
are attached to her swimmerets. 
Come spring, they hatch into mini- 
crawfish that use their glassy little 


claws to cling to the mother's body. 
They shed their crispy skins as they 
grow — and each molting is a risky 
job that takes about six hours. Many 
of the youngsters fail to survive their 
early molts.

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Herald food 
price survey 


Milk continued to climb in price, as indicated in this week's 


price survey of five area chain food stores. Attributed to last 
month1* change in governmental milk price supports, increases 
of four to 10 cents per gallon were noted at all five stores. 


A record grapefruit crop is beginning to move into the 


market. The U.S. Dept of Agriculture reports a supply 13 per 
cant higher than last year, which could mean lower prices in 
January end February when grapefruit is in peak supply. 


The USOA also reports plentiful crops of walnuts, almonds 


and rtitint for holiday baking. 


At Domimck's Jwaf and pork prices increased substantially 


from the Oct. 23 survey, with both round steak and pork chops 
up 50 cents a pound. However, five pounds of sugar was down 
more than 20 cents from last month. Head lettuce remained at 
October's £9 cents per head level, but was still the highest 
quotation of the five stores. 


Eagle's beef and chicken prices also were higher this month, 


but pork fehops were down 10 cents' a pound from October. 
Two pounds of Folger's coffee also dropped 16 cents in price, 
completely out-of step with the recent nationwide trend toward 
higher coffee prices. 


Meat prices at Kohl's were similar to October's quotations, 


but the dairy and egg section showed substantial overall in- 
creases, with one dozen eggs up nearly 25 cents. 
' 


The Treasury had the lowest milk price with one gallon 


selling for $1.29 — only four cents higher than last month 
Other dairy, egg and meat prices {with the exception of pork 
chops) were about steady in comparison with October's quota- 
tions. Five pounds of sugar dropped 25 cents and was the 
lowest of the five stores at $1 22 
* 


Beef prices were up from last month at the Budget Food 


Store, with round steak showing a 20 cent per pound increase. 
However, pork and chicken were stable. Grade A eggs were 
also a good buy at 59 cents a dozen, which was ten cents less 
than October and lowest of the five stores in this survey.

Nitrates, nitrites 
- 


Proposal includes baby foods 


The U.S. Dept of Agriculture baa 


released several new proposal* con- 
cerning the use of nttratai, nitrites 
and salt. The proposals are based on 
recommendations by a government 
panel on nitrite* and nitroaamines 
made earlier this month. 


' The proposed actions would ban use 
of both nitrate and nitrite in infant 
and junior foods, and also any meat 
ingredients processed with these sub- 
stances; permit use of common table 
salt as a coring agent under certain 
conditions; and try for more con- 
certed efforts to resolve the problem 
of nltrosamine formation in fried ba-' 
con 


"Discontinuing the use of nitrate 


and nitrite in infant and junior foods 
isn't really that new," said Dr. Harry 
C. Mussman of the USDA's Animal 
and Plant Health Inspection Service. 


"THE BABY FOOD industry has 


been doing this voluntarily for quite 
some time. The proposal merely rec- 
ognizes this officially by prohibiting it 
by regulation," he said. 
' 


Regarding the use of salt as a cur- 


ing agent, Dr. Mussman explained 
that some consumers have expressed 
a desire to purchase products cured 
solely with salt. Thus, the proposal 
would permit its use as an approved 
curing agent so long as the products 
have a brine concentration or water 
activity level sufficient to' prevent 
growth of the deadly Ctostridlum bob- 
ulinum toxin. 


Regarding the formation of nitrosa- 


mines, Dr. Mussman said the USDA 
has established a one-year completion 
,time for studies exploring the prob- 
lem?" 


"WE RECOGNIZE that one year 


may not be an adequate time to re- 
solve this matter entirely," he said. 
"But'we believe that sufficient .infor- 
mation can be developed to better 
know what additional steps might be 
needed." 


Meanwhile the USDA is proposing 


to lower the level of nitrite used in 
bacon.

cerning these changes may file (in du- 
plicate) the material with the Hearing 
Clerk, US. Dept. of Agriculture, 
Washington, D.C. 20250.

Continual use of laxatives may 
lead you to become dependent on 
them, and, in certain instances, daily 
us* may be harmful to your health. 
Many people who have broken the 
laxative habit, either on their own or 
at the insistence of a physician, have

SPICED CRANBERRIES 


11/3 cupe white vinegar 


2/3 cup water 


4 cups granulated sugar 
4 teaspoons ground ginger 
1 teaspoon ground cloves 
2 pounds fresh cranberries, 


washed (2 quarts) 


Combine first 5 ingredients in 


saueepot; beat to boiling. Add cran- 
berries; simmer 25 minutes, stirring 
occasionally.

days or a week the bowels begin to 
move effectively again without laxa- 
tives. If there is a significant change 
in bowel habits, or if constipation per- 
sists for more than a week or two, 
you should consult a physician. 


The best guarantee' against con- 


stipation is a diet containing fiber in 
the form of whole-grain cereals, vege- 
tables and fruit. Among the more 
valuable foods for this purpose are ce- 
reals high in bran content (Kellogg's 
All-Bran or Post's and Kellogg's 40 
per cent Bran Flakes and Raisin 
Bran, for example), fresh leafy vege- 
tables, salads and raw fruit (such as 
peaches, pears, apples, or apricots). 
Prunes or prune juice can also be ef- 
fective. 


M A N Y PEOPLE complain of 


"gas," or belching. Belching is com- 
monly caused by swallowing air, 
which may be a nervous habit. It may 
also follow drinking carbonated bev- 
erages, rapid eating or gulping fluids. 


To help you cut down on belching, 
Consumers Union's medical con- 
sultants recommend the following. 


• Stop drinking carbonated bev- 


erages. 


• Eat and drink slowly... 
• Restrict your use of gum and 


bard candy (both of which require 
frequent swallowing). 


Other causes of gas are less well 


understood. At the present time, there 
is no known cure for intestinal gas or 
for the flatulence that is often associ- 
ated with it. Some foods, notably 
beans, have been implicated as causa- 
tive foods. But a number of other 
foods in the beaa or root family and 
such vegetables as broccoli, cabbage 
and cauliflower may also cause prob- 
lems. Intolerance to milk and milk 
products can also produce gaslike 
symptoms in some people. If you can 
pinpoint the cause of your gas, then 
by all means, do your beat to avoid 
that food.

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Recipe caters to pumpkin-haters

Gloria BUM of Mount Prospect is 


one who has never cared (or the taste 
of pumpkin, but this dessert is defi- 
nitely to her liking, She makes Pump- 
kin Ice Cream Dessert (or holiday 
dinners, along with the conventional > 
pumpkin and mincemeat pies, so fam- 
ily and guests can have their choice. 
Children will usually choose the 
pumpkin ice cream dessert, and it is 
often preferred by adults, too, she 


The graham cracker crust is fla- 


vored with rum, while the filling con- 


sists of vanilla and pumpkin ice 
creams and vanilla pudding mix fla- 
vored with pumpkin pie spice. Rich 
and creamy in texture, the pie filling 
tastes very mild. 


This dessert can be made a day 


ahead and it can be made with egg 
nog ice cream for the Christmas holi- 
days. 


BECAUSE HER husband, Len, was 


reared on a farm and enjoys fresh 
fruits and vegetables, the Bazans 
maintain a large garden during the 
summer months. Gloria freezes many 
of the vegetables for use during the 
winter, and with ten's help she 
cans tomatoes, pickled beets and pick- 
les. 


Their children, Gene, 15, and Susan, 


11, also love vegetables, and Gloria's 
homemade vegetable soup is one of 
their favorite cold weather meals. 
Gloria utilizes her frozen and canned 
vegetables in the soup but the com- 
mercial variety will do' just as well, 
she said. 


Making the soup from her mother's 


recipe, she cooks soup bones a day 


ahead and refrigerates the broth to 
skim off the grease. 


Gloria prefers'the meatless bones, 


.because the meat on soup bones is of- 
ten stringy and tasteless. 


Then, the next day, she adds lean 


beef stew cut in bile-size pieces. This 
is cooked along with a variety of 
vegetables, barely and noodles. 


Hearty and nourishing, the soup is a 


meal in itself, and only needs crack- 
ers or rye bread as an accom- 
paniment. Leftovers can be frozen 
and served for lunch or as a cup of 
soup before dinner. 


Another family favorite in- 


corporating vegetables, meat and a 
starch is stuffed cabbage rolls. Be- 
cause the recipe makes enough for 
two meals for her family, Gloria 
freezes half of the baked stuffed cab- 
bage rolls in foil pans, making them 
easy to re-heat. As they are a com- 
plete meal, a plain gelatin salad and 
bread sticks are ample accom- 
paniments. The cabbage rolls are also 
ideal for a company meal; they can 
be made a week or two ahead and 


frozen until needed. 


Gloria's culinary ability is well utili- 


zed by St. Mark's Lutheran Church, 
where she is in charge of catering for 
weddings. She also serves as chair- 
man of Katy Circle for young girls 
and is a member of Martha Circle 
and the Altar Guild. In her spare time 
she enjoys playing tennis at River 
Trails Tennis Club.

Does the shoe fit? 


Something's afoot 


"HAVE YOU EVER been to a foot 
doctor?" asks Robert Bijak as he 
examines .a child's foot. A fourth 


year medical student, he plans a 
one-year residency, then a prac- 
tice of his own.

"That was fun," said one little girl in Brownie uniform and 


beanie as she showed how she could walk on her bare heels. 


Another young girl winced and knit her brows as the man in the 


white coat gently touched the hot, red sore spot on the ball of her 
foot. She knew she had' stepped on glass. She didn't know it had 
become infected. 
> 


A boy in blue jeans didn't quite understand the conversation as 


the white-coated man who examined the thickening at the back of 
his heel consulted with the doctor. 


A third grader, her pigtails swinging, shook her head "no" when 


the man asked her, "Do your feet ever hurt or itch?" but the red 
spot on each little toe told a different story. Her shoes were too 
narrow. Red toes on little people may turn into painful corns on big 
people. 


The place was Maple School in Des Plaines. The 11 young men in 


white coats were third and fourth year medical •students from the 
TOlnols College of Podiatrie Medicine. The doctor they consulted 
was Dr. Robert Pascente, Des Plaines podiatrist, and one of 60 
doctors on the staff of the college at 1001N. Dearborn, Chicago. 


THIS WAS THE first foot screening program ever held in north- 


west suburban public schools, although the college held free foot 
screening sessions at five Des Plaines parochial schools last spring. 
Of the 1,000 children screened, 46 per cent required further exam- 
ination or treatment for foot problems, ranging from minor defects 
such as athlete's foot or plantar warts to extreme foot structure 
abnormalities and gait problems. 


At Maple School, 217 youngsters from kindergarten through sixth 


grade marched into the gymnasium, class by. class, each to be 
examined individually by one of the medical students. Most had 
never been to a foot doctor before. None of them seemed to mind a 
bit as they answered questions, took off their shoes and socks, 
wiggled their toes, and walked back and forth. 
' . 


Each foot was carefully examined for warts, ringworm condi- 


tions, nail problems, any bony deformities or malalignments. Shoes 
were scrutinized for uneven shoe wear. Each child walked up and 
down In bare feet as a medical student analyzed his gait to detect 
such conditions as in-toeing, knock knees, spine curvature or one 
leg longer than the other. 


In older children, the students also watched for very high or low 


arches, beginning signs of bunion formation, hammer toes or mus- 
cular weakness or imbalance. 


Results of the Maple School screening revealed 50.6 per cent of 


the children had foot problems that require further attention. Flat 
feet were noted in 42 children, intoeing in 21 and skin eruptions in 
18. Three youngsters had such acute problems, the parents were 
notified that same day. 


VISION AND HEARING screening have long been routine school 


prcedures, but the importance of foot screening Is only beginning to 
be recognized. It takes 20 years for the general structure of the foot 
to mature. Early detection of foot problems while the child is still 
growing is essential for faster, more complete correction of any 
milady. 


"We have found many kids with muscular weaknesses," said Dr. 


Pascente. "It may be from too much TV watching, not enough 
exercise. We find improperly cut toenails — some ingrown or In- 
fected — hammer toes, juvenile bunions. 


"Most kids are unaware of their condition," he continued. "But it 


can affect then- outlook on sports and recreational activities. If we 
catch them early enough, most problems can be corrected, or at 
least, helped." 


For the medical students who have chosen podiatry as their field, 


the foot screening program is a valuable learning experience, with 
as many as three more doctors present in addition to Dr. Pascente, 
including Des Plaines podiatrist Dr. Edward Lazzar, 


Among medical students, the field of podiatry Is Increasing in 


• popularity. "There are only about 8,300 podiatrists in the entire 
country," said Robert Bijak, one of the medical students doing foot 
screening. "I chose it because it encompassed both medicine and 
surgery." 


BUT THE Illinois college of Podiatrie Medicine, one of only five 


podiatric medical schools in the United States, annually accepts 
only 150 of the 1,000 college graduates who apply. It is hoped the 
number can be increased to 200. 
' 
" 


Dr. Pascente, who has been instrumental in bringing foot screen- 


ing to Des, Plaines schools, hopes to expand the program into the 
other suburbs. School districts interested in participating may con- 
tact Dr. Robert Ballard at the college, 664-3301. 


Children's feet should be examined once a year by a podiatrist, 


according to Dr. Philip R. Brachman, president of the college. 
"The earlier a difficulty is detected," he said, "the easier it will be 
to correct while the child is growing." 


The 10 basic rules 
of good foot care 


The-Illinois' College of Podiatric 


Medicine lists the following 10 
basic rules for good foot care: 


1. Bathe feet daily and- dry 


them thoroughly. Careful drying), 
between the toes is important to 
prevent infection. 


2. Trim right. Cut your toe- 


nails straight across and not 
shorter than the flesh. 


3. Exercise 
feet 
regularly. 


Walking in proper, well fitted foot- 
gear is a good form of exercise. 


4. Keep dry. Don't get your 


feet needlessly wet, and don't let 
them stay wet from perspiration. 


5. Always walk 
and stand 


erect. Good posture is important 
to general health. Good posture 
begins with good feet. 


6. Examine 'your 
Children's 


feet regularly. 


7. Change shoes and hose at 


least daily. Rotating shoes allows 
them to dry properly. 


8. Do not use strong medicines 


or sharp instruments on the feet. 
This can lead to serious infection. 


9. Avoid possible infections of 


"athlete's foot." 


10. Seek immediate professional 


care for all foot ailments. 


FOOT SCREENING IS FUN according to 
Maple School children who obligingly shed 
shoes and socks to sit, stand, Walk, even lie 


down so that medical students, supervised 
by Dr. Pascente, could search for foot prob- 
lems. Ill-fitting shoes, genetic disorders and 


such diseases as diabetes and rheumatic fe- 
ver are the- most frequent underlying causa* 
of trouble. 
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Toy quality has improved; no more 'banned' list 


It's the time of year again when a 


lot of consumers start worrying about 
toy safety. 


Actually, the general quality of toys 


on the market today, according to the 
Consumer Product Safety Commis- 
sion, has improved to the eitent that 
the agency is no longer issuing its 
"Banned Toys" list. 


Although specific standards relating 


to "sharp points," "sharp edges" and 
"small parts" are still in the making, 
the publicity blitz on those hazards in 
past years seems to have discouraged 
many manufacturers from coming 
anywhere near producing a "sharp 
pint" or "sharp edge." 


Many of the toys that were banned 


in past years were foreign imports, 
and Larry Mulligan of the CPSC says 
foreign manufacturers are responding 


somewhat more slowly than domestic 
toymakers to safety criteria 


ONE PARTICULAR hazard that's 


hard to solve is the propensity of chil- 
dren to put things in their mouths. 
White "small parts" may be banned 
from 
pre-schoolers' toys, young- 


sters can always find something 
mouth-sized. 


As a result, injuries and deaths due 


to ingestion or aspiration of toys or, 
toy parts is on the upswing, according 
to CPSC statistics. And one of the 
prime culprits is balloons, or pieces of 
burst balloons. 


Another somewhat unlikely hazard 


is the toy chest. The CPSC advises 
buying toy chests with lightweight 
lids, flat inner surface, an effective 
device to hold the lid up, plenty of 
ventilation and no lock.

Cold facts: Up until now, Uttl* horti- 


cultural research effort was spent on 
the field of plant hardiMM. 


Now, the Institute of Low Tempera- 


ture Research In Japan and the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota are doing studies 
on the effects of cold on plants. 


Researchers have larned that sun- 


shields — burlap on frames, snow 
fence, evergreen boughs or reed mats 
— are Important for the protection of 
young plants, especially evergreens, 
from winter burn. 


Rapid f r e e z i n g temperature 


changes — sudden drops in the tem- 
perature — can kill sensitive plants 
not protected with a sunshicM. Rhodo- 
dendron in Minnesota survived 35-de- 
gree below xero temperatures when 
shaded. Shading, however and other 
winter protection such as soil mound- 
ing, rock wool insulation, tar paper or 
cones surrounding rhodies, etc. should 
not be applied too early. Maximum 
light is necessary into late fall for 
plants to accumulate sugars through 
photosynthesis. 


IN TESTS, PLANTS shaded in Octo- 


ber suffered whiter injury; those not 
shaded until December did not. When 
applying tar paper, insulation, cones, 
etc., make sure the ground is frozen 
before applying. It will be cold work- 
ing, but better for the plants. Field 
mice, rodents and rabbits won't be 
able to set up residences in insulation- 
wrapped plants when covered later in 
the season. 1 have seen cases of bark 
chewed1 on rhododendron shrubs by 
rodents wintering over inside the win- 
ter protection that was applied too 
early.

phosphorus applied at this time can 
increase winter injury. The important 
thing is to remember to water plants 
well as they go into winter season 
They need all the moisture they can 
get to prevent desiccation (winter kill 
due to drying out). 


THERE IS A NEW, non-toxic prod- 


uct on the market called Froebar, 
which is a frost retardant that enables 
tender vegetation to withstand several 
degrees of frost In the fall, weekly 
use is said to protect from frost as 
well as toughen hardy plants to en- 
dure the cold. Tomato plants are re- 
ported to survive temperatures as low 
as 20 degrees when sprayed with 
Frosbar. (Frosbar is made by the 
Grostim Corp., Box 555, Meridian, 
Ind, 83642) 


The most successful gardeners are 


on intimate terms with their gardens. 
Observing snow can help you grow a 
better garden, for instance. 


Where snow melts first, generally in 


a southern exposure is the best place 
for the tenderest plants. On the other 
hand, only the hardiest stock should 
be planted where the winter wind 
sweeps spots clean. The ideal place to 
plant broadteaved evergreens is 
where snow drifts collect, since ever- 
greens benefit from deep snow cover 
insulation.

move it by some surgical procedure 
or leave it alone 


There is no known way of pre- 


venting polyps.

Senate bid to upset school-aid veto fails 


by STEVE BROWN 


SPRINGFIELD - The Illinois Sen- 


ate Wednesday failed by four votes to 
override Gov. Daniel Walker's veto of 
$81 million in education funding, but a 
final decision on the measure was 
postponed until Friday. 


However, the Senate did vote to 


override Walker's veto of a con- 
troversial abortion bill. The override 
means a woman will need her hus- 
band's permission to obtain an abor- 
tion. 


The education override, which 


needed 30 votes to pass, failed on a 31- 
to 28 vote. Two senators voted pre- 
sent. After the override attempt 
failed, its backers immediately post- 
poned final consideration of the move. 


ALL 25 GOP senators voted to sus- 


tain the veto, including David Regner, 
R-Mount Prospect; John Nimrod, 
R-Skokie; Bradley Glass, R-North- 
brook; John Graham, R-Barrington, 
and Howard Mohr. R-Forest Park. 


Meanwhile several compromise bills 


for education funding moved through 
preliminary stages in the House and 


Senate. The Senate took the bills out of 
a legislative education committee dur- 
ing the third specia\ session of the 
General, Assembly. 


The bills, if passed, would provide 


about $20 million in school-aid funds 
and make several changes in the 
school funding formula. 


The legislature is meeting in a regu- 


lar session to consider only those bills 
vetoed by Walker. Concurrently, three 
special sessions are dealing with new 
measures introduced during the last 
two weeks. x 


Some observers noted the three- 


hour debate before the override at- 
tempt may have been caused in part 
because the session was televised for 
the first time in history. 


State Sen. Thomas C. Hynnes, 


D-Chicago, the chief sponsor of the 
school-aid bill, said he will attempt-to 
find the necessary votes to have the 
measure approved. He did not com- 
ment on whether senate Democrats, 
loyal to Mayor Richard Daley have 
reached the point at which they would 
be willing to work out a compromise. 


REGNER, NIMROD, Glass and 


Graham all said they did not believe 
the necessary votes could be obtained 
to override the veto. Regner and Gra- 
ham said fhey might be willing to ap- 
prove additional funding for special 
education but were opposed to approv- 
ing another appropriation for the com- 
mon sachool fund. 


The Senate did not consider a sepa- 


rate $35 million appropriation for spe- 
cial education Wednesday. 


The lengthy debate on the education 


veto override attempt brought many 


dire predictions from senate Demo- 
crats. Senate Pres. Cecil Partee, 
D-Chicago, predicted, "There will be 
a thousand little New Yorks all over 
this state because school districts will 
have to raise taxes." 


Nimrod, however, disputed Partee's 


prediction, and said the state is al- 
ready spending $1.25 billion for educa- 
tion and a $100 million reduction in 
spending would not have a significant 
effect. 


The state Senate also overrode

increase for teachers was reached in 
Des Plaines Dist. 62. 


School board and union negotiators 


reached agreement on the two-year, 


I fact Tuesday during the first session 
Tiijlbi a mediator, ending eight months 
' 
Of negotiations. 


The contract calls for a 7 per cent 


increase of the base pay, raising a be- 
ginning teacher's salary from $9,350 
to $10,000. All other teachers will re- 
ceive a 6.5 per cent increase this year 
plus the average 2.7 per cent increase 
for an additional year's experience. 


THE SALARY AGREEMENT will 


raise the top pay in the district for a 
teacher with at least 16 years of expe- 
rience and 60 graduate credits beyond 
a bachelor's degree to $20,884 from 
$19,610. 


Robert Birchfield, board negotiator, 


said the package will cost the district 
about $400,000 more than last year's 
salary package. 


In the second year of the contract, 


teachers will receive an increase 
based on a formula using the Chicago 
area cost-of-hvmg figure, and 5 per 
cent of this year's salary schedule. 


The board presented the union with 


a "final proposal" in October which 
offered a 5.5 per cent salary increase 
to all teachers. Birchfield said the 
board was able to change its position 
because "the mediator showed us a 
way we could settle for a two-year 
package." 


Birchfield said he is "reasonably 


pleased with the contract. I think 
we've got some language that allows 


for teacher input, but the school board 
itself still has the options and respon- 
sibilities the law gives it." 


DENNIS ANDERSON, union presi- 


dent, said the settlement is "good." 
He continued, "I'm happy with it. It's 
a real victory for the teachers. It re- 
flects the concerns of the teachers." 


Anderson said he believes "our* 


friends to the east had an impact on 
the board They proved a strike is ef- 
fective." He referred to East Maine 
Dist. 63, where teachers went on 


strike for thee days before reaching a 
contract agreement. 


Anderson said the union showed 


"the district its strength by holding 
out, rejecting last offers and standing 
strong." The union, by a close vote, 
rejected the board's previous 5.5 per 
cent salary proposal. 


He said the two-year contract be- 


came "acceptable" to the union when 
a cost-of-living factor was built into

Hope to curb epidemic next year 
Warning system for encephalitis 


by KURT BAER 


An early-warning system to detect 


encephalitis and possibly head off an- 
other epidemic like the one that killed 
21 persons in Illinois this year will be 
established by the state department of 
public health. 


The program is Intended to find ear- 


ly evidence of the virulent strain of 
St. Louis encephalitis in birds and 
mosqultos, and to trigger; expanded lo- 
cal mosquito spraying before the dis- 
ease becomes widespread. 


A total of 596 confirmed and prob-

able cases of encephalitis were report- 
ed in Illinois this year, 332 of them in 
the six-county Chicago metropolitan 
area and at least 11 in the Northwest 
suburbs. 


THE DISEASE killed 21 persons — 


13 of them in the Chicago area — and 
is suspected in the death of 12 to 21 
additional persons, including a 42- 
year-old Rolling Meadows man. 


More than 10 times as many en- 


cephalitis cases were reported in Illi- 
nois this summer compared with any 
other previous year. 


Dr. Joyce Lashof, director of the Il- 


linois Dept. of Public Health, Wednes- 
day said the state will hire an arbo- 
vlrologlst, an expert in insect-carried 
diseases, to conduct laboratory tests 
on birds and mosqultos across the 
state 


Some experts believe Illinois and 


the Chicago area are headed for an- 
other problem year with encephalitis, 
although there is no sure way of pre- 
dicting the occurence of the disease, 
Lashof said. 


"We're going into it blind for next 


year. We may get absolutely nothing, 
or we could well have a repeat of what 
we experienced this summer. 


ST. LOUIS encephalitis starts as a 


virus in birds. It is picked up by mos- 
quitos which then transmit the disease 
to humans. Scientists do not under- 
stand the origin of the virus. But Dr. 
Mark Lepper, director of state health 
planning, Wednesday said that an un- 
usual environmental condition of 
some type is thought to have in- 
tensified the disease this year. 


"We would not be making the deci- 


sion to be prepared if we did not think 
a major outbreak is possible next 
year," Lepper said. 


Fewer encephalitis cases were re- 


ported in the North and Northwest 
suburbs than in other parts of Cook 


County. But there is no guarantee that 
this pattern will hold if the disease 
becomes widespread next year, he 
said. 


State health officials believe that a 


timely alert to local mosquito abate- 
ment districts will help prevent an en- 
cephalitis epidemic in 1976. 


Up to now, abatement has been 


aimed at eliminating mosquitos from 
backyards and picnic areas to keep 
them open for family enjoyment, Lep- 
per said. But with the tragic incidence 
of St. Louis encephalitis this summer, 
mosquito eradication has become a 
public health necessity. 


In an effort to encourage ridership 


on four new Des Plaines bus routes, 
the North Suburban Mass Transit Dis- 
trict (NORTRAN) will offer the ser-

Des Plaines Aid George F Olen, 


2nd, chairman of the city's special 
transportation committee, Wednesday 
said NORTRAN will forego the nor- 
mal 45-cent fare for as long as 10 days 
to get city residents to try the new 
routes Olen and other council mem- 
bers received confirmation on the 
plan earlier this week from trans- 
portation officials. 


"I am told that information will be 


going out to every Des Plaines resi- 
dent around Thanksgiving, listing 
routes and times," said Olen, who has 
been pushing for the new routes "We 
want everybody to know where and 
when the buses will run " 


THE FOUR NEW ROUTES are fun- 


ded by the Regional Transportation 
Authority through NORTRAN. Both 
NORTRAN and city officials believe 
the new system will serve more resi- 
dents and bring in more money. 


"The route changes mean Des 


Plaines will have the first intra-city 
bus system among all of the commu- 
nities which receive RTA funding," 
said Olen. 


The four routes will begin and end 


at the Chicago and North Western Ry. 


station in downtown Des Plaines and 
will run from 6 a.m. until 8 p.m. sev- 
en days a week. Olen said buses will 
stop at the station every 30 minutes 
and follow the train schedule as close- 
ly as possible 


The north loop of the system will 


extend as far as Central Road and 
serve points along Northwest High- 
way A west loop will serve residen- 
tial areas as far west as Beau Road 
and will return to the station by way 
of Thacker Street 


A southwest loop will go as far 


south as Touhy Avenue to serve a pre- 
dominantly industrial section of Des 
Plaines. Bus service along a south 
loop will serve residential areas east 
of Center Street and as far south as 
Touhy Avenue. 


OLEN SAID THE entire system will 


be reviewed by RTA and NORTRAN 
in six to eight months to determine if 
it should be continued or modified, de- 
pending on 
ridership.

"It's sort of a 'use it or lose it' prop- 


osition," Olen said. 


In addition to the intra-city routes, 


Des Plaines will be served by three 
other NORTRAN routes. Route 50 will 
link Evanston and Des Plaines; Route 
20 will serve residents from Glenview 
to O'Hare Airport by way of Golf 
Road; and Route 26 will link Des 
Plaines, Jefferson Park and Skokie 
along Oakton Street.

A local agency that provides help 


for alcoholics may be forced to 
charge for its services or reduce its 
hours of operation. 


The Maine Township Council on Al- 


coholism is facing a shortage of funds 
that could hurt its future, Jack Cal- 
laghan, director, said. 


"I'm doing everything I can to 


make sure that doesn't happen," he 
said. 


THE TOWNSHIP board of auditors 


allocated $50,000 in federal revenue- 
sharing funds last year when the cen- 
ter was opened with the under- 
standing the council would eventually 
become self-supporting. The township 
r e c e n t l y allocated an additional 
$25,000 in revenue-sharing funds to 
support the council's work through the 
early part of the year, but more mon- 
ey is needed. 


Unless the council can get more 


money, it may be forced to charge for 
services or decrease its working 
hours, he said. 


More than 225 alcoholics and their 


family members ha,ve utilized the 


v council's services since October 1974 


when the office at 2474 Dempster St. 


Callaghan said the number seeking 


aid will continue to increase "as the 
community becomes more aware of 
what alcoholism is and what must be 
done to cure the problem." 


Callaghan said he is attempting to 


derive new sources of income by offer- 
ing to coordinate alcoholism rehabili* 
tiation programs for local industry 
and by soliciting contributions from 
residents and businessmen. 


"I'm very interested in working on 


curing alcoholism through an industri- 
al approach because here we have the 
highest rate of recovery. When you tie 
a man's drinking to his work and the 
sole source of income for his family, 


it can be an effective force behind the 
cure," Callaghan said. 


AREA INDUSTRIAL officials have 


agreed that absenteeism, accidents, 
extensive medicafcare costs and tar- 
diness in their companies are largely 
because of the drinking habits of their 
employes. 


Many of these companies are con- 


sidering starting a rehabilitation pro- 
gram coordinated by the council, next 
year, Callaghan said. 


"But, there is the individual, too, 


who needs attention and the help we 
can give them. Many people come to 
us now because the service is free. I 
wonder if we would be able to help as 
many people if we charged qn a slid- 
ing scale," he said. 


Most of the council's patients are 


middle-aged males of all professions, 
although there are,a "good deal" of 
women who are seeking help with 
their drinking habits, he said. 


Patients are counseled individually 


or in groups, depending on the, sev- 
erity of the problem. Sometimes they 
are referred to an area hospital for in- 
patient care and alcoholic detoxifica- 
tion, Callaghan said. 


ALTHOUGH FEW teen-agers seek 


help from the council, Callaghan 
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makes presentations to junior high 
and high school classes on alcoholism. 


A full-time counselor was hired ear- 


lier this year to assist Callaghan in 
his one-man effort and to handle as 
many as 20 new patients each week at 
the center. 
, Callaghan now has more time 
to speak to community groups on al- 
coholism and the council's work in an 
attempt to attract patients and finan- 
cial support. 


"Most of the people we reach this 


way are the family members who are 
beside themselves with what to do. 
Often times this is the only way we 
can reach the alcohol abuser and get 
him to come in for help," he said. 


"The greatest enemy we have right 


now is apathy. People are very quick 
to hear what you have to say and then 
believe that it doesn't apply to them," 
he said. 


"Alcoholism affects everyone. If an 


individual doesn't have a drinking 
problem than someone he loves does. 
And •we are offering the kind of help 
that isn't available elsewhere. We're 
like the liaison between the alcoholic 
and the hospital or cure," Callaghan 
said, "and we hope we can continue to 
do this for the community's sake." 
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Hands do the talking here

You have to talk with your hands to 


work In the new office building at 1300 
W. Northwest Hwy., Mount Prospect. 


The building houses the National 


Fraternal Society of the Deaf, an 
agency whose major objective is to 
provide low-cost insurance for doaf 
persons. 


"There is a mixture of deaf and 


hearing people here," said Frank 6. 
Sullivan, grand president of the 
society. "All of the officers are deaf, 
so they have a secretary who can 
hear." 


FOR EXAMPLE, Sullivan needs his 


secretary to help him make phone 
calls. Since he can't hear, his secre- 
tary Marie Dinneen, listens for him 
and relays the message by "signing." 
Sullivan then replies by speaking into 
the phone. 


Deaf since childhood, Sullivan said 


he could get by without an interpreter 
by lip reading and by writing notes. 
He said, however, this method is slow 
and repetitive. 


"Up reading is just guesswork," he 


said, noting that most hearing people 


have a distorted view on the subject. 
Nonetheless, the people working at 
the society always mouth their words 
while signing, even if speaking to a 
deaf person. 


Because communication is visual, 


the society has a round table in its 
meeting room. "It is important that 
we all see each other," Sullivan said, 
noting that some of the officers can 
speak while others can't. 


LIKEWISE, THE office also is 


equipped with a teletype machine, 
which takes the place of a telephone 
for many deaf people. The machine is 
hooked into a telephone line which 
causes a light to flash with each ring. 


When he sees the flashing light Sul- 


livan answers the phone by typing 
into the teletype machine. 


"I don't know if you would call it a 


luxury," Sullivan said, noting that 
he would have to get in his car and 
visit the other person if the machine 
weren't there. He estimated there are 
400 machines in the Chicago area, 
home for about 15,000 deaf persons. 


The society was started in 1901 be- 


cause of discrimination against deaf 
persons in issuing insurance policies. 


Sullivan said at the time insurance 
'companies considered deaf persons 
poor risks. 


"That is a ridiculous notion," Sulli- 


van said. "We set out to prove they 
were wrong and in doing so we got 
this large organization." 


IN ADDITION TO selling insurance 


to the deaf, the society also is en- 
gaged in fraternal activities. There 
currently are 126 lodges in 36 states 
and Canada. 


Sullivan said the society does get in- 


volved in work to promote the image 
of deaf persons, but added most of the 
lobbying and legislative work is han- 
dled by the National Assn. of the 
Deaf. 


"They really are the watchdog for 


the deaf," Sullivan said. "Basically 
we sell insurance." 


Nonetheless, Sullivan said he was 


sure the society would become very 
vocal if, for example, someone pro- 
posed a hearing test as a prerequisite 
for a driver's license, 


"Word gets around fast," Sullivan 


said, because no one keeps a watch for 
such problems. "Deaf people are just 
like one big family."

Senate OKs funding bill 
to educate handicapped

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Senate 


Wednesday gave final congressional 
approval to legislation to make "free 
appropriate public education" avail- 
able within five years to an the na- 
tion's handicapped persons from ages 
3 to 21. 


The bill, expanding and extending 


existing programs for handicapped 
youngsters, cleared the Senate on an 
87-7 vote and was sent to the White 
House. The House approved it 404-7 on 
Tuesday. 


Written into the bill is a.declaration 


of congressional findings that more 
than half of the nation's estimated 8 
million handicapped youngsters now 
are denied equal educational opportu- 
nity, with 1 million excluded from 
public school systems altogether. 


TO REMEDY THAT situation, the 


bill envisions appropriations ex- 
ceeding $300 million through Sept. 30, 
1977, primarily in grants to the states 
to support educational programs for 
the handicapped. 


In order to be eligible, a state would 


have to demonstrate it will be able to 
provide "a free appropriate public 
education" to handicapped youngsters 
between the ages of 3 and 18 no later 
than Sept. 1, 1978, and to those be- 
tween 3 and 21 not later than Sept. 1, 
1980. 


Requirements for the 3-to-5 and 18- 


to-21 age groups would not apply if 
inconsistent with state law or court 
orders. 


States would be required to concen- 


trate aid first on those children now 
receiving no educational services and 
then on those now not receiving "ade- 
quate special education." 


Cheap flicks? 


No, but family entertainment means low prices at the Des Plaines Theatre

It sticks out like a sore thumb in the 


advertising listings every week — the 
Des Plaines Theatre: 75 cents for 
adults, SO cents for kids. 


And the six bits admission price 


brings hundreds of local residents 
through the doors every week to see a 
movie that isn't exactly a first run but 
Is a long way from being a rerun. 


So how does the place do it while 


the competition gets twice as much 
for tickets every night? Donald 
Schaut, manager of the theater, 1476 
Miner St., says he is dedicated to 
"keeping prices down so families can 
afford to come." 


SCHAUT SAID prices at most mov- 


ie houses today are too expensive to 
make it a practical or affordable form 
of recreation for many families. 


"Take a family of four," he said. 


"Many just can't afford to spend $12 
at the ticket stand and another $5 at 


the candy counter for a day or night 
of entertainment." 


The manager attributed the low 


prices at the Des Plaines Theatre to 
its low overhead and the fact that 
movies come to the house somewhat 
later than to the newer theaters. 


"We don't offer our patrons plush 


furniture and surroundings," Schaut 
said. "We couldn't afford to keep our 
prices down if we did that. 


"What we do offer people is a 


clean building, clean restrooms, a 
candy counter and one and sometimes 
two movies," he said. 


MOST MAJOR movies, he said, 


come to the theater about six months 
after they are released by the motion 
picture studios. Some of the more 
popular movies take slightly longer. 


"We get most movies while they are 


stilt current and people still remem- 
ber them," Schaut said. "Of course 
with a movie like 'Jaws' or The Ex- 


orcist' there's no way to guess when 
we'll get it." 


Phil Schloss,- assistant manager, 


said he believes another attractive 
feature about the Des Plaines Theatre 
is that its prices never fluctuate. 


"People always know what they will 


have to pay here," he said. "We're 
not like a lot of theaters that raise 
prices according to -the, movie that's 
showing." 


Schaut said the Des Plaines Theatre 


has had cut-rate prices since at least 
the early 1960's. He said the theater 
was forced to raise its prices from 60 
cents for adults to its present level 
about two years ago. 


"THE MAIN reason we raised 


prices was because our costs were 
raised by the film makers," he said. 


The increased prices hav* not hurt 


business, Schaut said. He said the the- 
ater handles about 6,000 patrons a 
week and entertains capacity crowds 


at least two nights a week. 


Those patronizing the theater seem 


to agree that the Des Plaines Theatre 
is one of the best entertainment val- 
ues in the area. 


"This is the first time I ever came 


here," said Frank Tynan of Chicago. 
"The price is low. I didn't know that, 
but it's a pleasant surprise." 


JOHN KOBERLING of Bensenville 


said he usually waits for movies to 
come to the Des Plaines Theatre be- 
cause of the low prices. 


"The features are pretty good here, 


and the price is right," he said. "They 
come a little later than my wife would 
like, but it's worth waiting." 


Paul Liptrot of Schaumburg said he 


watches the newspapers and comes to 
the theater whenever there is a movie 
showing that he wants to see. 


"I saw that two movies I wanted to 


see see are playing here so I came 
down," he said. "After all, you can't 
beat the price." 


Chris Menninger, of Western 


Springs, and Bob Pavick, of La- 
Grange, said they found the prices at 
the Des Plaines a surprise. 


"We came here because of the mov- 


ie," Menninger said. "We didn't know 
about the price. It's really great. Vit 
couldn't believe it." 


Senate bid to upset school-aid veto fails

SPRINGFIELD - The Illinois Sen- 


ate Wednesday (ailed by four votes to 
override Gov. Daniel Walker's veto of 
$81 million in education funding, but a 
final decision on the measure was 
postponed until Friday. 


However, the Senate did vote to 


override Walker's veto of a con- 
troversial abortion bill. The override 
means a woman will need her hus- 
band's permission to obtain an abor- 
tion 


T h e education override, which 


needed 30 votes to pass, failed on a 31- 
to 26 vote. Two senators voted pre- 
sent. After the override attempt 
failed, its backers immediately post- 
poned final consideration of the move. 


ALL 25 GOP senators voted to sus- 


tain the veto, including David Regner, 
R-Mount Prospect; 
John Nimrod, 


R-Skokie; Bradley Glass, R-North- 
brook; John Graham, R-Barrington, 
and Howard Mohr, R-Forest Park. 


Meanwhile several compromise bills 


(or education funding moved through 
preliminary stages in the House and 


Senate. The Senate took the bills out 6f 
a legislative education committee dur- 
ing the third special session of the 
General Assembly. 
, The bills, if passed, would provide 
about $20 million in school-aid funds 
and make several changes in the 
school funding formula. 


The legislature is meeting in a regu- 


lar session to consider only those bills 
vetoed by Walker. Concurrently, three 
special sessions are dealing with new 
measures introduced during the last 
two weeks. 


Some observers noted the three- 


hour debate before the override at- 
tempt may have been caused in part 
because the session was televised for 
the first time in history. 


State Sen. Thomas C. Hynnes, 


D-Chicago, the chief sponsor of the 
school-aid bill, said he will attempt to 
find the necessary votes to have the 
measure approved. He did not com- 
ment on whether senate Democrats, 
loyal to Mayor Richard Daley have 
reached the point at which they would 
be willing to work out a compromise. 


REGNER, NIMROD, Glass and 


Graham all said they did not believe 
the necessary votes could be obtained 
to override the veto. Regner and Gra- 
ham said they might be willing to ap- 
prove additional funding for special 
education but were opposed to approv- 
ing another appropriation for the com- 
mon school fund. 


The Senate did not consider a sepa- 


rate $35 million appropriation for spe- 
cial education Wednesday. 


The lengthy debate on the education 


veto override attempt brought many 


dire predictions from senate Demo- 
crats. Senate Pres. Cecil Partee, 
D-Chicago, predicted, "There will be 
a thousand little New Yorfcs all over 
this state because school districts will 
have to raise taxes." 


Nimrod, however, disputed Partee's 


prediction, and said the state is al- 
ready spending $1.25 billion for educa- 
tion and a $100 million reduction in 
spending would not have a significant 
effect. 


The state Senate also overrode

Hope to curb epidemic next year 
Warning system for encephalitis 


by KURT BAER 


An early-warning system to detect 


encephalitis and possibly head off an- 
other epidemic like the one that killed 
21 persons in Illinois this year will be 
established by the state department of 
public health. 


The program is intended to find ear- 


ly evidence of the virulent strain of 
St. Louis encephalitis in birds and 
mosquitos, and to trigger expanded lo- 
cal mosquito spraying before the dis- 
ease becomes widespread.

uble cases of encephalitis were report- 
ed in Illinois this year, 332 of them in 
the six-county Chicago metropolitan 
area and at least 11 in the Northwest 
suburbs, 


THE DISEASE killed 21 persons - 


13 of them in the Chicago area — and 
is suspected in the death of 12 to 21 
additional persons, including a 42- 
year-old Rolling Meadows man. 


More than 10 times as many en- 


cephalitis cases were reported in Illi- 
nois this summer compared with any 
other previous year. 


Dr. Joyce Lashof, director of the Il- 


linois Dept. of Public Health, Wednes- 
day said the state will hire an arbo- 
viroiogist, an expert in insect-carried 
diseases, to conduct laboratory tests 
on birds and mosquitos across the 
state. 


Some experts believe Illinois and 


the Chicago area are headed for an- 
other problem year with encephalitis, 
although there is no sure way of pre- 
dicting the occurence of the disease, 
Lashof said. 


"We're going into it blind for next 


year. We may get absolutely nothing, 
or we could well have a repeat of what 
we experienced this summer. 


ST. LOUIS encephalitis starts as a 


virus in birds. It is picked up by mos- 
quitos which then transmit the disease 
to humans Scientists do not under- 
stand the origin of the virus. But Dr. 
Mark Lepper, director of state health 
planning, Wednesday said that an un- 
usual environmental condition of 
some type is thought to have in- 
tensified the disease this year. 


"We would not be making the deci- 


sion to be prepared if we did not think 
a major outbreak is possible next 
year," Lepper said. 


Fewer encephalitis cases were re- 


ported in the North and Northwest 
suburbs than in other parts of Cook 


County. But there is no guarantee that 
this pattern will hold if the disease 
becomes widespread next year, he 
said. 


State health officials believe that a 


timely alert to local mosquito abate- 
ment districts will help prevent an en- 
cephalitis epidemic in 1976. 


Up to now, abatement has been 


aimed at eliminating mosquitos from 
backyards and picnic areas to keep 
them open for family enjoyment, Lep- 
per said. But with the tragic incidence 
of St. Louis encephalitis this summer, 
mosquito eradication has become a 
public health necessity.

All communities are considering 
possession under 30 grams, a little 
more than an ounce! 


,, B R A T C H E R SAID A.Downers 
Grove trustee has inquired about the 
ordinance. Officials of the commu- 
n i t i e s cited reluctance on the 
judiciary's part to punish offenders to, 
the fullest because of strict state pe- 
nalties and changing attitudes toward 
the drug. 


"No, one knows at this stage -if it 


can be done legally," Walsh said, ad-

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Senate bid to upset school-aid veto fails 


by STEVE BROWN 


SPRINGFIELD - The Illinois Sen- 


ate Wednesday failed by four votes to 
override Gov. Daniel Walker's veto of 
S81 million in education funding, but a 
final decision on the measure .was 
postponed until Friday. 


However, the Senate did vote to 


override Walker's veto of a con- 
troversial abortion bill. The override 
means a woman will need her hus- 
band's permission to obtain an abor- 
tion. 


The. education override, which 


needed 30 votes to pass, failed on a 31- 
to 26 vote. Two senators voted pre- 
sent. , After the override 
attempt 


failed,' its backers immediately post- 
poned final consideration of the move. 


ALL 25 GOP senators voted to sus- 


tain the veto, including David Regner, 
R-Mount Prospect; John Nimrod, 
R-Skokie; Bradley Glass, R-North- 
brook; John Graham, R-Barrington, 
and Howard Mohr, It-Forest Park. 


Meanwhile several compromise bills 


for education funding moved through 
preliminary stages in the House and 


Senate. The Senate took the bills out of 
a legislative education committee dur- 
ing the third special session of the 
General Assembly. 


The bills, if passed, would provide 


about $20 minion in school-aM funds 
and make several changes in the 
school funding formula. 


The legislature is meeting in a regu- 


lar session to consider only those bills 
vetoed by-Walker. Concurrently, three 
special sessions are dealing with new 
measures introduced during the last 
two weeks. 


Some observers noted the three- 


hour debate before the override at- 
tempt may have been caused in part 
because the session was televised for 
the first time in history 


State Sen. Thomas C. Hynnes, 


D-Chicago, the chief sponsor of the 
school-ai'd bill, said he will attempt to 
find the necessary votes to have the 
measure approved. He did not com- 
ment on whether senate Democrats, 
loyal to Mayor Richard Daley have 
reached the point at which'they would 
be willing to work out a compromise. 


REGNER, NIMROD, Glass and 


Graham all said they did not believe 
the necessary votes could be obtained 
to override the veto. Regner and Gra- 
ham said they might be willing to ap- 
prove additional funding for special 
education but were opposed to approv- 
ing another appropriation for the com- 
mon school fund. 


The Senate did not consider a sepa- 


rate $35 million appropriation for spe- 
cial education Wednesday. 


The lengthy debate on the education 


veto override attempt brought many 


dire predictions from senate Demo- 
crats. Senate Pres. Cecil Partee, 
D-Chicago, predicted, "There will be 
a thousand little New Yorks all over 
this state because school districts will 
have to raise taxes." 


Nimrod, however, disputed Partee's 


prediction, and said the state is al-

Buffalo Grove may join other subur-

Police Chief Harry J. Walsh Jr 


Wednesday said he will encourage vil- 
lage officials to adopt an ordinance 
similar to one proposed in Palatine 
"if it shows definite positive results." 
The Palatine proposal would establish 
stiff fines for misdemeanor marijuana 
possession instead of jail sentences 
stipulated by state statues. 


Hoffman Estates and Deerfield also 


are researching similar ordinances. 
The' village's action came after Pala- 
tine Police Chief Jerry Bratcher pro- 
posed the marijuana decrimmaliza- 
tion ordinance last month, saying 
fines rather than suspended jail sen- 
tences would deter repeating offen- 
ders. All communities are considering 
possession under 30 grams, a little 
more than an ounce.

"No one knows at this stage if it

Warning system for encephalitis

An early-warning system to detect 


encephalitis and possibly head off an- 
other epidemic like the one that killed 
21 persons in Illinois this year will be 
established by the state department of 
public health. 


The program is Intended to find ear- 


ly evidence of the virulent strain of 
St. Louis encephalitis in birds and 
mosquitos. and to trigger expanded lo- 
cal mosquito spraying before the dis- 
ease becomes widespread. 


A total of S96 confirmed and prob-

able cases of encephalitis were report- 
ed in Illinois this year, 332 of them in 
the six-county Chicago metropolitan 
area and at least 11 in the Northwest 
suburbs. 


THE DISEASE killed 21 persons - 


13 of them in the Chicago area — and 
is suspected in the death of 12 to 21 
additional persons, including a 42- 
year-old Rolling Meadows man. 


More than 10 times as many en- 


rephalitis cases were reported in Illi- 
nois this summer compared with any 
other previous year. 


Dr. Joyce Lashof, director of the Il- 


linois Dept. of Public Health, Wednes- 
day said the state will hire an arbo- 
vlrologist. an expert in insect-carried 
diseases, to conduct laboratory tests 
on birds and mosquitos across the 
state 


Some experts believe Illinois and 


the Chicago area are headed for an- 
other problem year with encephalitis, 
although there is no sure way of pre- 
dicting the occurence of the disease, 
Lashof said. 


"We're going into it blind for next 


year. We may get absolutely nothing, 
or we could well have a repeat of what 
we experienced this summer. 


ST. LOUIS encephalitis starts as a 


virus in birds. It is picked up by mos- 
quitos which then transmit the disease 
to humans Scientists do not under- 
stand the origin of the virus But Dr. 
Mark Lepper, director of state health 
planning, Wednesday said that an un- 
usual 
environmental 
condition of 


some type is thought to have in- 
tensified the disease this year 


"We would not be making the deci- 


sion to be prepared if we did not think 
a major outbreak is possible next 
year," Lepper said. 


Fewer encephalitis cases were re- 


ported in the North and Northwest 
suburbs than in other parts of Cook 


County But there is no guarantee that 
this pattern will hold -if the disease 
becomes widespread next year, he 
said 


State health officials believe that a 


timely alert to local mosquito abate- 
ment districts will help prevent an en- 
cephalitis epidemic in 1976. 


Up to now, abatement has been 


aimed at eliminating mosquitos from 
backyards and picnic areas to keep 
them open for family enjoyment, Lep- 
per said. But with the tragic incidence 
of St. Louis encephalitis this summer, 
mosquito eradication has become a 
public health necessity. - 


The committee must look at equip- 


ment, operators and other details to 
prepare a specific proposal before 
Bailey will approach the RTA board. 
Bailey said the data will not require 
"a whole lot of paper work," but will 
be needed around Dec. 15.

Bailey said. Bailey would not com- 
ment if there are RTA funds for the 
project, but said the budget now is 
being prepared.

Monday voted 6-1 to annex the dis- 
trict, which includes the Lake County 
portion of Buffalo Grove, to the Col- 
lege of Lake County. 


Several residents of Lake County 


Buffalo Grove have opposed the an- 
nexation' saying they would rather 
join Harper College in Palatine. 


B u f f a lo Grove resident Conrad 


Thome Wednesday said he will circu- 
late a petition asking the Illinois Com- 
munity College Board for a hearing 
on Dist. 12S's decision. If the hearing 
is granted Thorne said he plans to ask 
the state board to hold a referendum 
asking Buffalo Grove residents wheth- 
er they would prefer to be placed in 
the College of Lake County District or 
Harper's district. 


"OUR SOLE INTENT is to bring 


the resolution to a referendum for 
Buffalo Grove residents," he said. 
"Most of us in Buffalo Grov.9 do not 
want to go to the College of Lake 
County" but prefer to "maintain our 
contact and relaionship wih Harper." 


Thorne said he will ask that a refer- 


endum be held in the Lake County Buf- 
falo Grove portion of the district only. 
That portion, he said, would be bound- 
ed on the east by Milwaukee Avenue, 
north on Aptakisic Road, west on Ar- 


lington Heights Road, and south on 
Lake-Cook Road. He said he wants 
"all residents in the Lake County por- 
tion of Buffalo Grove to have their 
chance to vote." 


Thorne said he will need 25 signa- 


tures on a petition to seek a hearing. 
He said he is seeking legal advice on 
how many signatures he would need 
to call for a referendum directly, with- 
out first seeking a hearing with the 
state board. "We have more than 
enough support to call for a hearing 
and perhaps, depending on legal inter- 
pretation, a referendum directly." 


T H O R N E IS receiving support 


from the Buffalo Grove Junior Wom- 
en's Club. Club president Barbara 
Sheldon Wednesday said the group 
will assist in gaining signatures for 
the petition and if the matter comes 
to a referendum "we will be very ac- 
tive in getting people to go out and 
vote." She said she hopes to have the 
petition signed by next week. 


Mrs. Sheldon said the club is taking 


an active role in the petition because 
"we feel people should have the right 
to vote on how their tax money should 
be spent." 


Last year the state board placed 


Dist. 125 within the College of Lake 
County in Grayslake, but voters re- 
jected the move in a district-wide ref- 
erendum. Most of the no votes were 
cast by Buffalo Grove residents. 


Residents are again protesting an- 


nexation to the College of Lake Coun- 
ty saying that Harper is closer to 


their area, especially since it plans to 
construct a second campus at Pala- 
tine and Schoenbeck roads in north 
Arlington Heights. 


THE DIST. 125 board has no legal 


power to call for a referendum on 
community college annexation. When 
the board passed its resolution annex- 
ing to the College of Lake County, it 
made it possible for residents to seek 
a hearing and ask for a referendum. 


"I see nothing at all wrong with a 


referendum," Dist. 125 Supt. Harold 
Banser said Wednesday. He said he 
thinks it is "well and good" for people 
"who either disagree with the resolu-, 


tion or simply feel it should be voted 
on" to ask the state board for a vote. 
"That's the democratic process," he 
said. 


Banser said he .hopes the state 


board will receive Dist. 125's resolu- 
tion by the time it meets Friday. The" 
state board must send a copy, of the 
resolution to the College of Lake 
County and publish a notice of the res- 
olution in a local newspaper. 


Once the notice- is published' resi- 


dents will have 30 days to file a peti- 
tion with the state board asking for a 
hearing. A hearing must be granted 
within 90 days.

SPRINGFIELD - The Illinois Sen- 


ate Wednesday failed by four votes to 
override Gov. Daniel Walker's veto of 
181 million in education funding, but a 
final decision on the measure was 
postponed until Friday. 


However, the Senate did vote to 


override Walker's veto of a con- 
troversial abortion bill. The override 
means a woman will need her hus- 
band's permission to obtain an abor- 
tion. 


The education override, which 


needed 30 votes to pass, failed on a 31- 
to 26 vote.

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Pre-fire plan 
—a way to 
save lives

When a fireman races to a burning 


factory, he very often is approaching 
a building and other hazards he 
knows little or nothing about. 


Under the cover of smoke and dark- 


ness the dangers of the fire can be 
magnified by this lack of information. 


In Elk Grove Village, Fire Chief Al- 


len W. Hulett has developed a pre-fire 
plan program that allows the depart- 
ment to obtain vital information that 
may save lives and property. 


Lt. Wayne Single, and firefighters 


Randy Scott, Glen Bauer, Leo Boula- 
nger, William Clark and Mike Lack- 
man, work in the pre-plan bureau on 
off-duty days for extra pay. 


Since the bureau was established in 


the fall of 1967, approximately two 
thirds of the plants in the vUlage's 
vast industrial park have been 
charted, Lt. Singel said. 


"WE WILL NEVER really finish 


the job, since as a plant changes own- 
ers or expands we, too, must make 
revisions in our charts," he said. 
Singel said a recent $1,500 budget cut 
has "not significantly slowed down 
the bureau's efforts." 


"Unless this village had unlimited 


funds and was willing to spend thou- 
sands more on a larger work area to 
house the additional equipment and 
men, our bureau works best with Just 
two men on duty," Singel said.

with increased safety to both the

Hope to curb epidemic next year 
Warning system for encephalitis 


by KURT BAER 


An early-warning system to detect 


encephalitis and possibly head off an- 
other epidemic like the one that killed 
21 persons in Illinois this year will be 
established by the state department of 
public health. 


The program is intended to find ear- 


ly evidence of the virulent strain of 
St. Louis encephalitis in birds and 
mosquitM, and to trigger expanded lo- 
cal mosquito spraying before the dis- 
ease becomes widespread. 


A total of 596 confirmed and prob-

able cases of encephalitis were report- 
ed in Illinois this year, 332 of them in 
the six-county Chicago metropolitan 
area and at least 11 in the Northwest 
suburbs. 


THE DISEASE killed 21 persons —

is suspected in the death of 12 to 21 
additional persons, including a 42- 
year-old Rolling Meadows man. 


More than 10 times as many en- 


cephalitis cases were reported hi Illi- 
nois this summer compared with any 
other previous year. 


Dr. Joyce Lashof, director of the Il- 


linois Dept. of Public Health, Wednes- 
day said the state will hire an arbo- 
virologist, an expert in insect-carried 
diseases, to conduct laboratory tests 
on birds and mosquitos across the 
state. 


Some experts believe Illinois and 


the Chicago area are headed for an- 
other problem year with encephalitis, 
although there is no sure way of pre- 
dicting the occurence of the disease, 
Lashof said. 


"We're going into it blind for next 


year. We may get absolutely nothing, 
or we could well have a repeat of what 
we experienced this summer. 


ST. LOUIS encephalitis starts as a 


virus in birds. It is picked up by mos- 
quitos which then transmit the disease 
to humans. Scientists do not under- 
stand the origin of the virus. But Dr. 
Mark Lepper, director of state health 
planning, Wednesday said that an un- 
usual environmental condition of 
some type is thought to have in- 
tensified the disease this year. 


"We would not be making the deci- 


sion to be prepared if we did not think 
a major outbreak is possible next 
year," Lepper said. 


Fewer encephalitis cases were re- 


ported in the North and Northwest 
suburbs than in other parts of Cook 


County. But there is no guarantee that 
this pattern will hold if the disease 
becomes widespread next year, he 
said. 


State health officials believe that a 


timely alert to local mosquito abate- 
ment districts will help prevent an en- 
cephalitis epidemic in 1976.

Hope to curb epidemic next year 
Warning system for encephalitis 


by KURT BAER 


An early-warning system to detect 


encephalitis and possibly head off an- 
other epidemic like the one that killed 
21 persons In Illinois this year will be 
established by the state department of 
public health. 


The program is Intended to find ear- 


ly evidence of the virulent strain of 
St. Louis encephalitis in birds and 
mosquitos, and to trigger expanded lo- 
cal mosquito spraying before the dis- 
ease becomes widespread. 


A total of 596 confirmed and prob-

able cases of encephalitis were report- 
ed in Illinois this year, 332 of them in 
the six-county Chicago metropolitan 
area and at least II in the Northwest 
suburbs. 


THE DISEASE killed 21 persons — 


13 of them in the Chicago area — and 
is suspected in the death of 12 to 21 
additional persons, Including a 42- 
year-old Rolling Meadows man. 


More than 10 times as many en- 


cephalitis cases were reported in Illi- 
nois this summer compared with any 
other previous year. 


Dr. Joyce Lashof, director of the Il- 


linois Dept. of Public Health, Wednes- 
day said the state will hire an arbo- 
virologist, an expert in insect-carried 
diseases, to conduct laboratory tests 
on birds and mosquitos across the 
state. 


Some experts believe Illinois and 


the Chicago area are headed for an- 
other problem year with encephalitis, 
although there is no sure way of pre- 
dicting the occurence of the disease, 
Lashof said. 


"We're going into it blind for next 


year. We may get absolutely nothing, 
or we could well have a repeat of what 
we experienced this summer. 


ST. LOUIS encephalitis starts as a 


virus in birds. It is picked up by mos- 
quitos which then transmit the disease 
to humans. Scientists do not under- 
stand the origin of the virus. But Dr. 
Mark Lepper, director of state health 
planning, Wednesday said that an un- 
usual environmental 
condition of 


some type is thought to have in- 
tensified the disease this year. 


"We would not be making the deci- 


sion to be prepared if we did not think 
a major outbreak is possible next 
year,"- Lepper said. 


Fewer encephalitis cases were re- 


ported in the North and Northwest 
suburbs than in other parts of Cook 


County. But there is no guarantee that 
this pattern will hold if the disease 
becomes widespread next year, he 
said. 


State health officials believe that a 


timely alert to local mosquito abate- 
ment districts will help prevent an en- 
cephalitis epidemic in 1976. 


Up to now, abatement has been 


aimed at eliminating mosguitos from 
backyards and picnic areas to keep 
them open for family enjoyment, Lep- 
per said. But with the tragic incidence 
of St. Louis encephalitis this summer, 
mosquito eradication has become a 
public health necessity. 
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Trustee raps 
housing policies 
by Washington 


Hoffman -Estates Trustee Jeanne 


Pavey has criticized federal low-and 
m o d e r a t e-income housing policies 
which in-part led to the creation of a 
village housing commission. 


Mrs. Pavey denounced federal pol- 


icies which-she said are forcing: com- 
munities to take steps to provide>cal 
control in housing assistance decisions. 


"I fully expect the federal govern- 


ment is going to make it their busi- 
ness to tell local communities who 
will live in their communities and 
what kind of housing they will have," 
she said Tuesday. 


"I DON'T THINK that is the way it 


should be," she said. "Taxpayers are 
just about bled dry." 


Mrs. Pavey's comments came Mon- 


day night -after the village board 
heard housing commission chairman 
Peggie Elgin's report on the commis- 
sion's first six months of work. 


"In particular'I'm concerned about 


why we have to worry about two and 
three bedrooms for people who have 
seven and eight children," Mrs. Pavey 
said. "That's not any concern of mine 
and if they're overcrowded, that's their 
' problem." 


The commission has devised a local 


housing-assistance plan which outlines 
low-and moderate-income housing 
needs. The plan now will be reviewed 
by the board's planning, building and 
zoning committee before a full village 
board review. 


THE ASSISTANCE plan, if ap- 


proved, would be filed with the Dept. 


of Housing and Urban Development 
as a guideline in formulating housing 
requirements .locally. 


Officials agreed to create the hous- 


ing- commission in December to as- 
sess local housing needs, particularly 
for the elderly, and to provide a, de- 
gree of local control in housing deci- 
sions for the village. 


Mrs. Pavey was elected in April af- 


ter the commission's creation. 


Mrs. Elgin sad Monday the com- 


"mission's assistance plan "has" deter; 
mined 120 units of housing for the el- 
derly, four units f«fc the handicapped 
and 25 units for large families could 
serve Hoffman Estates? needs. 


She said the commission also set a 


first year goal of designating 150 units 
for 
low-and moderate-income use, 


with 50 for the elderly, five for nonel- 
derly large families and the remain- 
ing 95 for others. 


ONLY MRS. PAVEY voted against 


committee review of the housing as- 
sistance plan. "I want to go on record 
as saying I am philosophically op- 
posed to this," she said before the 
vote. 


"I'm absolutely opposed to this Big 


Brother attitude," she said. 


Mrs. Pavey said Tuesday she is not 


opposed to assisting "someone who is 
in need," but she criticized what she 
called a "constant proliferation of the 
federal government." 


She called the housing commission's 


plan a package which is needed "to

Senate bid to upset school-aid veto fails 


by STEVE BROWN 


SPRINGFIELD - The Illinois Sen- 


ate Wednesday failed by four votes to 
override Gov. Daniel Walker's veto of 
$81 million in education funding, but a 
final decision on the measure was 
postponed until Friday. 


However, the Senate did vote to 


override Walker's veto of a con- 
troversial abortion bill. The override 
means a woman will need her hus- 
band's permission to obtain an abor- 
tion. 


T h e education override, which 


needed.30 votes to pass, failed,on a 31- 
to 26 vote. Two senators voted pre- 
senti After the override attempt 
failed, its backers immediately post- 
poned final consideration of the move. 


ALL 25 GOP senators voted to sus- 


tain the veto, including David Regner, 
R-Mount Prospect; John Nimrod, 
R-Skokie; Bradley Glass, R-North- 
brook; John Graham, R-Barrington, 
and Howard Mohr, R-Forest Park. 


Meanwhile several compromise bills 


for education funding moved through 
preliminary stages in the House and 


Senate. The Senate took the bills out of 
a legislative education' committee dur- 
ing the third special session of the 
General Assembly. 


The bills, if passed, would provide 


about $20 million in school-aid funds 
and make several changes in the 
school funding formula. 


The legislature is meeting in a regu- 


lar session to consider only those bills 
vetoed by Walker. Concurrently, three 
specter sessions are dealing with new 
measures introduced during the last 
two weeks. 


" Some observers noted the three- 
hour debate before the override at- 
tempt may have .been caused in part 
because the session was televised for 
the first time in history. 
\ 


State Sen. Thomas C. Hynnes, 


D-Chicago, the chief sponsor, of-the 
school-aid bill, said he will attempt to 
find the necessary votes to have the 
measure approved. He did not com- 
ment on whether senate Democrats, 
loyal to Mayor Richard Daley have 
reached the point at which they would 
be willing to work' out a compromise. 


REGNER, NIMROD. Glass and 


Graham all said they did not believe 
the necessary votes could be obtained 
to override the veto. Regner and^Gra- 
ham said they might be willing to ap- 
prove additional funding for special 
education but were opposed to approv- 
ing another appropriation for the com- 
mon school fund. 


The Senate did not consider a sepa- 


rate $35 million appropriation for spe- 
cial education Wednesday. 


The lengthy debate on the education 


veto override attempt brought many 


dire predictions from senate Demo- 
crats. Senate Pres. Cecil Partee, 
D-Chicago, predicted, "There will be 
a thousand little New Yorks all over 
this state because school districts- will 
have to raise taxes." 


Nimrod, however, disputed Partee's 


prediction, and said the state is al- 
ready spending $1.25 billion for educa- 
tion and a $100 million reduction in 
spending would not have a significant 
effect. 


The state Senate also overrode

Hope to curb epidemic next year 
Warning system for encephalitis 


by KURT BAER 


An early-warning system to detect 


encephalitis and possibly head off an- 
other epidemic like the one that kilted 
21 persons in Illinois this year will be 
established by the state department of 
public health. 


The program is Intended to find ear- 


ly evidence of the virulent strain of 
St. Louis encephalitis in birds and 
mosquitos, and to trigger expanded lo- 
cal mosquito spraying before the dis- 
ease becomes widespread. 


A total of 596 confirmed and prob-

able cases of encephalitis were report- 
ed in Illinois this year, 332 of them in 
the six-county Chicago metropolitan 
area and at least 11 in the Northwest 
suburbs. 


THE DISEASE killed 21 persons — 


13 of them in the Chicago area — and 
is suspected in the death of 12 to 21 
additional persons, including a 42- 
year-old Rolling Meadows man. 


More than 10 times as many en- 


cephalitis cases were reported in Illi- 
nois this summer compared with any 
other previous year. 


Dr. Joyce Lashof, director of the Il- 


linois Dept. of Public Health, Wednes- 
day said the state will hire an arbo- 
virologist, an expert in insect-carried 
diseases, to conduct laboratory tests 
on birds and mosquitos across the 
state. 


Some experts believe Illinois and 


the Chicago area are headed for an- 
other problem year with encephalitis, 
although there is no sure way of pre- 
dicting the occurence of the disease, 
Lashof said. 


"We're going into it blind for next 


year. We may get absolutely nothing, 
or we could well have a repeat of what 
we experienced this summer. 


ST. LOUIS encephalitis starts as a 


virus in birds. It is picked up by mos- 
quitos which then transmit the disease 
to humans. Scientists do not under- 
stand the origin of the virus. But Dr. 
Mark Lepper, director of state health 
planning, Wednesday said that an un- 
usual environmental condition of 
some type is thought to have in- 
tensified the disease this year. 


"We would not be making the deci- 


sion to be prepared if we did not think 
a major outbreak is possible next 
year," Lepper said. 


Fewer encephalitis cases were re- 


ported in the North and Northwest 
suburbs than in other parts of Cook 


County. But there is no guarantee that 
this pattern will hold if the disease 
becomes widespread next year,, he 
said. 


State health officials believe that a 


. timely alert to local mosquito abate- 


ment districts will help prevent an en- 
cephalitis epidemic in 1976. 


Up to now, abatement has been 


aimed 'at eliminating mosquitos from 
backyards and picnic areas to keep 
them open for family enjoyment, Lep- 
per said. But with the tragic incidence 
of St. Louis encephalitis this summer, 
mosquito eradication has become a 
public health necessity.

Talks 
reached a stalemate before the annex- 
ation was completed when Philippe 
rejected «ri offer'of $25,000 for the 20- 
year-old system, saying it was worth 
at least $34,000. 


The city council's public works, 


b u i l d i n g and zoning committee, 
chaired by AW. Daniel Weber, 4th, is 
reviewing the condition of the system 
and possible ways of financing its pur- 
chase. 


"THERE ARE SEVERAL questions 


that have to be answered before we 
do anything," Weber said. "Number 
one: what will he sell it for? Is the 
city interested? And how will it be fi- 
nanced? We might have to go to spe- 
cial assessments over there, but it's 
really too premature to know. We're 
just fact-finding right now." 


Philippe met with the committee 


Tuesday night and said he was dis- 
turbed that he was not given a copy of 
City Engineer James MuWowney's 
evaluation of the system until he ar- 
rived at the meeting. The developer 
asked for time to review the report 
and is scheduled to go over it with 
Muldowney before the December pub-

found to be in compliance with its 
standards. 


If a purchase agreement is not 


worked out soon, Philippe said he in- 
tends to apply to the Interstate Com- 


• merce Commission for a rate increase 
in the quarterly $4.50 fee currently 
charged for sewer service in the sub- 
division. 


"The rates are the same as they 


were 20 years ago," he said. "It's go- 
ing to have to increase two or three 
times that much because the costs of 
repairs have gone up."

Palatine asked to trim ^grass' fines

The National Organization for the 


R e f o r m of M a r i j u a n a Laws 
(NORML) has called on Palatine offi- 
cials to reduce the fines in the vil- 
lage's proposed ordinance to de- 
criminalize marijuana possession. 


In a letter to Village Pres. Wendell 


Jones. Paul Kuhn, state coordinator 
for NORML urged the village to 
"carefully weight the matter of a 
mandatory fine." 


"No state which has decriminalized 


possession of marijuana has adopted 
a mandatory fine," Kuhn said. "We 
believe the successful efforts of these 
states can serve as the best model for 
your own ordinance." 


THE VILLAGE IS considering an 


ordinance which would impose a man- 
datory fine ranging from $100 to ssoo 
for persons found guilty of possession 
of 30 grams or less. 


Persons now found guilty of mari- 


juana possession are subject to state 
statutes which include a possible jail 
sentence. 


Kuhn added that the village's pro- 


posed ordinance may raise con- 
stitutional questions because no local 
ordinance can be stricter than state 
laws. State statutes governing mari- 
juana possession do not include man- 
datory lines. 


"Large mandatory fines have not 


worked in the past when they were 
tried in other states," Kuhn said 
Wednesday. "Fines will not stop the 
use of marijuana but will create more 
disrespect for the law," he said. 


Kuhn called Palatine's proposed or- 


dinance a "mixed bag." He said the 
village was taking "half a step for- 
ward and half a step back" by pro- 
posing stiff fines for marijuana pos- 
session. 


KUHN ALSO POINTED out in his 


letter to Jones that six states which 
have decriminalized marijuana pos-

session have no minimum fine and 
five of the six have set a maximum 
civil fine of $100. 


Jones was in Springfield Wednesday 


and unavailable for comment. Police 
Chief Jerry Bratcher, who was sent a 
copy of the letter, said Wednesday he 
had not yet received it. 


Bratcher has been directed by the 


village board to continue researching 
the matter and submit a proposed or- 
dinance before the end of the year. 


NORML was founded five years ago 


and currently has about 20,000 mem- 
bers nationwide, Kuhn said. He said 
the group is not a pro marijuana or- 
ganization but rather an organization 
aimed at getting better laws for all 
drugs. 


Kuhn said he has received inquiries 


from about "a handful" of Palatine 
residents interested in forming a 
NORML chapter in the village. He 
said NORML would provide informa- 
tion to the residents but would not or- 
ganize the group.

Hands do the talking here 


by LYNN ASINOF 


You have to talk with your hands to 


work in the new office building at 1300 
W. Northwest Hwy., Mount Prospect. 


The building houses the National 


Fraternal Society of the Deaf, an 
agency whose major objective is, to 
provide low-cost insurance for deaf 
persons. 


f 
"There is a mixture of deaf and 


hearing people here," said Frank B. 
Sullivan, grand president of the 
society. "All of the officers are deaf, 
so they have a secretary who can 
hear." 


FOR EXAMPLE, Sullivan needs his 


secretary to help him make phone 
calls. Since he can't hear, his secre- 
tary Marie Dinneen, listens for him 
and relays the message by "signing." 
Sullivan then replies by speaking into 
the phone. 


Deaf since childhood, Sullivan said 


he could get by without an interpreter 
by lip reading and by writing notes. 
He said, however, this method is slow 
and repetitive. 


"Up reading is just guesswork," he 


said, noting that most hearing people 
have a distorted view on the subject. 
Nonetheless, the people working at 
the society always mouth their words 
while signing, even if speaking to a 
deaf person. 


Because communication is visual, 


the society has a round table in its 
meeting room. "It is important that 
we all see each other," Sullivan said, 
noting that some of the officers can 
speak while others can't. 


LIKEWISE, THE office also is 


equipped with a teletype machine, 
which takes the place of a telephone 
for many deaf people. The machine is 
hooked into a telephone line which 
causes a light to flash with each ring. 


When he sees the flashing light Sul- 


livan answers the phone by typing 
into the teletype machine. 


"I don't know if you would call it a 


luxury," Sullivan said, noting that 
he would have to get in his car and 
visit the other person if the machine 
weren't there. He estimated there are 
400 machines in the Chicago area, 
home for about 15,000 deaf persons. 


The society was started in 1901 be- 


cause of discrimination against deaf 
persons in issuing insurance policies. 
Sullivan said at the time insurance 
companies considered deaf persons 
poor risks. 


"That is a ridiculous notion," Sulli- 


van said. "We set out to prove they 
were wrong and in doing so we got 
this large organization." 


IN ADDITION TO selling insurance 


to the deaf, the society also is en- 
gaged in fraternal activities. There 
currently are 126 lodges in 36 states 
and Canada. 


Sullivan said the society does get in- 


volved in work to promote the image 


of deaf persons, but added most of the 
lobbying and legislative work is han- 
dled by the National Assn. of the 
Deaf 


"They really are the watchdog for 


the deaf," Sullivan said. "Basically 
we sell insurance." 


Nonetheless, Sullivan said he was 


,sure the society would become very 
vocal if, for example, someone pro- 
posed a hearing test as a prerequisite 
for a driver's license. 
" "Word gets around fast," Sullivan 
said, because no one keeps a watch for 
such problems "Deaf people are just 
like one big family "

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Senate bid to upset school-aid veto fails

SPRINGFIELD — The Illinois Sen- 


ate Wednesday failed by four votes to 
override Gov. Daniel Walker's veto of 
$81 million in education funding, but a 
final decision on the measure was 
postponed until Friday. 


However, the Senate did vote to 


override Walker's veto of a con- 
troversial abortion bill. The override 
means a woman will need her hus- 
band's permission to obtain an abor- 
tion. 


The 
education override, which 


needed 30 votes to pass, failed on a 31- 
to 26 vote. Two senators voted pre- 
sent. After the override 
attempt 


failed, its backers immediately post- 
poned final consideration of the move. 


ALL 25 GOP senators voted to sus- 


tain the veto, including David Regner, 
R-Mount Prospect; John Nimrod, 
R-Skokie; Bradley Glass, R-North- 
brook; John Graham, R-Barrington, 
and Howard Mohr, R-Forest Park. 


Meanwhile'several compromise bills 


for education funding moved through 
preliminary stages in the House and 


Senate. The Senate took the bills out of 
a legislative education committee dur- 
ing the third special session of the 
General Assembly. 


The bills, if passed, would provide 


about $20 million in school-aid funds 
and make several changes in the 
school funding formula. 


The legislature is meeting in a regu- 


lar session to consider only those bills 
vetoed by Walker. Concurrently, three 
special sessions are dealing with new 
measures introduced during the last 
two weeks. 


Some Observers noted the three- 


hour debate before the override at- 
tempt may have been caused in part 
because the session was televised for 
the first time in history. 


State Sen. Thomas C. Hynnes, 


D-Chicago, the chief sponsor of the 
school-aid bill, said he will attempt to 
find the necessary votes to have the 
measure approved. He did not com- 
ment on whether senate Democrats, 
loyal to Mayor Richard Daley have 
reached the point at which they would 
be willing to work out a compromise. 


REGNER, NIMROD, Glass and 


Graham all said they did not believe 
the necessary votes could be obtained 
to override the veto. Regner and Gra- 
ham said they might be willing to ap- 
prove additional funding for special 
education but were opposed to approv- 
ing another appropriation for the com- 
mon school fund. 


The Senate did not consider a sepa- 


rate $35 million appropriation for spe- 
cial education Wednesday. 


The lengthy debate on the education 


veto override attempt brought many 


dire predictions from senate Demo- 
crats. Senate Pres. Cecil Partee, 
D-Chicago, predicted, "There will be 
a thousand little New Yorks all over 
this state because school districts will 
have to raise taxes." 


Nimrod, however, disputed Partee's 


prediction, and said the state is al- 
ready spending $125 billion for educa- 
tion and a $100 million reduction in 
spending would not have a significant 
effect. 


The state Senate also overrode

Hope to curb epidemic next year 
Warning system for encephalitis 


by KURT BAER 


An early-warning system to detect 


encephalitis and possibly head off an- 
other epidemic like the one that killed 
21 persons in Illinois this year will be 
established by the state department of 
public health. 


The program is intended to find ear- 


ly evidence of the virulent strain of 
St. Louis encephalitis in birds and 
mosqultos, and to trigger expanded lo- 
cal mosquito spraying before the dis- 
ease becomes widespread. 


A total of 596 confirmed and prob-

able cases of encephalitis were report- 
ed in Illinois this year, 332 of them in 
the six-county Chicago metropolitan 
area and at least 11 in the Northwest 
suburbs. 


THE DISEASE killed 21 persons - 


13 of them in the Chicago area — and 
is suspected in the death of 12 to 21 
additional persons, including a 42- 
year-old Rolling Meadows man. 


More than 10 times as many en- 


cephalitis cases were reported in Illi- 
nois this summer compared with any 
other previous year. 


Dr. Joyce Lashof, director of the Il- 


linois Dept. of Public Health, Wednes- 
day said the state will hire an arbo- 
virologist, an expert in insect-carried 
diseases, to conduct laboratory tests 
on birds and mosquitos across the 
state. 


Some experts believe Illinois and 


the Chicago area are headed for an- 
other problem year with encephalitis, 
although there is no sure way of pre- 
dicting the occurence of the disease, 
Lashof said. 


"We're going into it blind for next 


year. We may get absolutely nothing, 
or we could well have a repeat of what 
we experienced this summer. 


ST. LOUIS encephalitis starts as a 


virus in birds. It is picked up by mos- 
quitos which then transmit the disease 
to humans. Scientists do not under- 
stand the origin of the virus. But Dr. 
Mark Lepper, director of state health 
planning, Wednesday said that an un- 
usual environmental condition of 
some type is thought to have in- 
tensified the disease this year. 


"We would not be making the deci- 


sion to be prepared if we did not think 
a major outbreak is possible next 
year," Lepper said. 


Fewer encephalitis cases were re- 


ported in the North and Northwest 
suburbs than in other parts of Cook 


County. But there is no guarantee that 
this pattern will hold if the disease 
becomes widespread next year, he 
said. 


State health officials believe that a 


timely alert to local mosquito abate- 
ment districts will help prevent an en- 
cephalitis epidemic in 1976. 


Up to now, abatement has been 


aimed at eliminating mosquitos from 
backyards and picnic areas to keep 


' them open for family enjoyment, Lep- 


per said. But with the tragic incidence 
of St. Louis encephalitis this summer, 
mosquito eradication has become a 
public health necessity.

Senate bid to upset school-aid veto fails 


by STEVE BROWN 


SPRINGFIELD - The Illinois Sen- 


ate Wednesday failed by four votes to 
override Gov. Daniel Walker's veto of 
$81 million in education funding, but a 
final decision on the measure was 
postponed until Friday. 


However, the Senate did vote' to 


override Walker's veto of a con- 
troversial abortion bill. The override 
means a woman will need her hus- 
band's permission to obtain an abor- 
tion. 


T h e education override, which 


needed 30 votes to pass, failed on a 31- 
to 28 vote. Two senators voted pre- 
sent. 
After the override 
attempt 


failed, its backers immediately post- 
poned final consideration of the move. 


ALL 25 GOP senators voted to sus- 


tain the veto, including David Regner, 
R-Mount Prospect; John Nimrod, 
R-Skokie; Bradley Glass, R-North- 
brook; John Graham, R-Barrington, 
and Howard Mohr, R-Forest Park. 


Meanwhile several compromise bills 


for education funding moved through 
preliminary stages in the House and 


Senate. The Senate took the bills out of 
a legislative education committee dur- 
ing the third special session of the 
General Assembly. 


The bills, if passed, would provide 


about $20 million in school-aid funds 
and make several changes in the 
school funding formula. 


The legislature is meeting in a regu- 


lar session to consider only those bills 
vetoed by Walker. Concurrently, three 
special sessions are dealing with new 
measures introduced during the last 
two weeks. 


Some observers noted the three- 


hour debate before the override at- 
tempt may have been caused in part 
because the session was televised for 
the first time in history. 


State Sen. Thomas C. Hynnes, 


D-Chicago, the chief sponsor of the 
school-aid bill, said he will attempt to 
find the necessary votes to have the 
measure approved. He did not com- 
ment on whether senate Democrats, 
loyal to Mayor Richard Daley have 
reached the point at which they would 
be willing to work out a compromise. 


REGNER, NIMROD, Glass and 


Graham all said they did not believe 
the necessary votes could be obtained 
to override the veto. Regner and Gra- 
ham said they might be willing to ap- 
prove additional funding for special 
education but were opposed to approv- 
ing another appropriation for the com- 
mon school fund. 


The Senate did not consider a sepa- 


rate $35 million appropriation for spe- 
cial education Wednesday. 


The lengthy debate on the education 


veto override attempt brought many 


dire predictions from senate Demo- 
crats. Senate Pres. Cecil Partee, 
D-Chicago, predicted, "There will be 
a thousand little New Yorks all over 
this state because school districts will 
have to raise taxes." 


Nimrod, however, disputed Partee's 


prediction, and said the state is al- 
ready spending $1.25 billion for educa- 
tion and a $100 million reduction in 
spending would not have a significant 
effect. 


The state Senate also overrode

Mount Prospect is in for a "bloody" 


spring of budget debates, members of 
the village board's finance committee 
said Wednesday. 


Trustee Edward B. Rhea Jr., chair- 


man of the committee, said he al- 
ready can see an estimated $1 million 
budget deficit for the 1976-77 fiscal 
year unless the board takes action on 
new Sources of revenue. 


"Whatever we are going to do to 


provide revenue for next year, we 
have all sorts of alternatives. But 
we're going to have to do something)" 
Rhea said. He noted the alternatives 
include such things as a garbage tax 
or utility tax. 


Rhea said the real estate tax ap- 


proved this fall for the coming year 
allows for only a general 10 per cent 
inflationary increase He said the 
levy does not include any salary in- 
creases, the possible elimination of 
revenue-sharing funds or some 
$285,000 of recommended capital im- 
p/overnents. 


"TIME IS OUR enemy on this 


thing," Rhea said. "I don't want to 
have to cut $1 million out of the budg- 
et in March." 


Trustee Theodore J. Wattenberg 


agreed, 
saying, "With our track 


record, I don't think we'd make it." 
His statements referred to several vil- 
lage board stalemates over proposals 
for budget cuts and various rate in- 
creases. 


However, "Rhea said the six-month 


review showed the village to be in a 
better financial situation than he an- 
ticipated. 


"We are in a little better shape than 


we thought we were, and I think part 
of that is because of the budgeting job

Hope to curb epidemic next year 
Warning system for encephalitis 


by KURT BAER 


An early-warning system to detect 


encephalitis and possibly head off an- 
other epidemic like the one that killed 
21 persons in Illinois this year will be 
established by the state department of 
public health. 


The program is intended to find ear- 


ly evidence of the virulent strain of 
St. Louis encephalitis in birds and 
mosqultos. and to trigger expanded lo- 
cal mosquito spraying before the dis- 
ease becomes widespread. 


A total of 596 confirmed and prob-

able cases of encephalitis were report- 
ed in Illinois this year, 332 of them in 
the six-county Chicago metropolitan 
area and at least 11 in the Northwest 
suburbs. 


THE DISEASE killed 21 persons — 


13 of them in the Chicago area — and 
is suspected in the death of 12 to 21 
additional persons, including a 42- 
year-old Rolling Meadows man. 


More than 10 times as many en- 


cephalitis cases were reported in Illi- 
nois this summer compared with any 
other previous year. 


Dr. Joyce Lashof, director of the Il- 


linois Dept. of Public Health, Wednes- 
day said the state will hire an arbo- 
virologist, an expert in insect-carried 
diseases, to conduct laboratory tests 
on birds and mosquitos across the 
state. 


Some experts believe Illinois and 


the Chicago area are headed for an- 
other problem year with encephalitis, 
although there Is no sure way of pre- 
dicting the occurence of the disease, 
Lashof said. 


"We're going into it blind for next 


year. We may get absolutely nothing, 
or we could wall have a repeat of what 
we experienced this summer. 


ST. LOUIS encephalitis starts as a 


virus in birds. It is picked up by mos- 
quitos which then transmit the disease 
to humans. Scientists do not under- 
stand the origin of the virus. But Dr. 
Mark Lepper, director of state health 
planning, Wednesday said that an un- 
usual environmental condition of 
some . type is thought to have in- 
tensified the disease this year. 


"We would not be making the deci- 


sion to be prepared if we did not think 
a major outbreak is possible next 
year," Lepper said. 


Fewer encephalitis cases were re- 


ported in the North and Northwest 
suburbs than in other parts of Cook 


County. But there is no guarantee that 
this pattern will hold if the disease 
becomes widespread next year, he 
said. 


State health officials believe that a 


timely alert to local mosquito abate- 
ment districts will help prevent an en- 
cephalitis epidemic in 1976. 


Up to now, abatement has been 


aimed at eliminating mosquitos from 
backyards and picnic areas to keep 
them open for family enjoyment, Lep- 
per said. But with the tragic incidence 
of St. Louis encephalitis this summer, 
mosquito eradication has become a 
public health necessity. 
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Rhea said. Rhea said he is preparing 
a memo for the board on upcoming 
budget problems, saying he does not 
want a repeat of this year's budget 
crises.

Emergency vehicles get 
4opticom' green light 


It will be safer for Mount Pros- 


pect's emergency vehicles to cross 
major intersections in the village as a 
result of new equipment to be in- 
stalled at some traffic signals next 
year. 


The Mount Prospect Village Board 


has agreed to spend $25,000 to have 
special "opticom" equipment installed 
at the three intersections. The equip- 
ment permits emergency vehicles to 
preempt the traffic signals as they ap- 
proach the intersection, automatically 
giving them a green light. 


The work will be done as part of 


state improvements scheduled for 
completion in 1976. The intersections 
affected will include Elmhurst Road 
and Oakton Street, Elmhurst and Golf 
roads, and the three-way intersection 
of Elmhurst, Rand and Kensington 
roads. 


BERNARD H. R. Hemmeter, Vil- 


lage engineer, said these will be the 
first intersections equipped with "op- 
ticom" although the equipment has 
been installed throughout neighboring 
towns. 


"We have long wanted to upgrade 


our traffic signals for our fire depart- 
ment," Village Mgr. Robert J. Eppley 
said. "We now have the opportunity to 
do this at three extremely busy inter- 
sections, so I strongly urge the village 
board to approve the 'opticom' equip- 
ment." 


The project is to be financed with 


state motor fuel tax funds. Eppley 
said there is an estimated $150,000 of 
unobligated MFT funds in this year's 
budget. 


Hemmeter said the estimated cost 


includes 12 special devices which are 
installed on the emergency vehicles. 
He said by using one of these devices 
a driver can "send out a signal from 
his truck to the traffic signal. It will 
give him a green light to go through, 
and traffic going the other way will 
get red lights." 


"It's good equipment to have be- 


cause it should provide for the safety 
of vehicles as they approach the inter- 
section," Hemmetr said.

A $2,500 grant for the Mount Pros- . 


pect Historical Society's new museum 
has been approved by the Illinois Bi-' 
centennial Commission. 


The money win be used for a varie-

"We had asked for $5,000 and they 


gave us $2,500," said Dolores Haugh, 
president of the society. "I'm happy 
about it bcause they had about 200 
plications, what they did was reduce 
the amount and give to more people." 


Final approval of the grant must 


come from Washington, but Mrs. 
Haugh said this is only a formality. 


THE MUSEUM, at 1100 S. Linne- 


man Rd., is scheduled to be officially 
opened July 3, 1976. Mrs Haugh said 
much of the work on the museum has 
been completed, but said there are 
other major projects still in the 
works. 


"One of the big things is a crime 


and fire' protection device," Mrs. 


said. "That's going -to cost 


over $1,000 right there." 


The society acquired the St. John 


Lutheran School, built in 1901, for the 
museum in 1973 after the structure 
was vacated in a move to a new build- 
ing. 


Renovation of the structure already 


has been completed. "It has been 
pointed, painted and a new roof put 
on," she said.

PLANS ARE being studied to re- 


store the interior of the building by 
recreating a section of the old school- 
room. Mrs Haugh said the society 
hopes to obtain some of the original 
furnishings so they can be duplicated. 


Mrs. Haugh said the need for mon- 


ey is greatest this year because the 
displays must be put together in prep- 
aration for the opening. The society is 
getting $1,000 from the village and 
$5,000 from Elk Grove Township this 
year. Next year the village has prom- 
ised $2,000<for Bicentennial activities.

suggestion that a sidewalk plan for 
Willow Road area be extended across 
the property of two private home- 
owners would be discussed.

The schedule calls for initial payment 
to the district of $5,000 30 days after 
construction starts, with the remain- 
der due within the Mowing 15 
months.

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Dist. 26, teachers resume 
pay contract talks Tuesday

Teachers and board members in 


River Trail* Dist. 28 will resume con- 
tract negotiations Tuesday. 


Although a tentative contract settle- 


ment was reached in early Septem- 
ber, teachers delayed voting on the 
package until this month, citing un- 
happiness with extra-duty and salary 
provisions. When they finally voted 
Nov. 8, 92 per cent or the teachers 
rejected the document "on all Issues," 
according to River Trails Education 
Assn. Pres. George Chase. 


After the contract rejection, Chase 


wrote Dist. 26 board members, asking 
them to schedule another negotiating 
session. 


BOARD PRES. Leora Rosen, a 


member of the negotiating team, said 
her group is waiting to hear from 
teachers about what items they wish 
to renegotiate. 


When teachers first decided to post- 


pone voting on the contract, union 
spokesmen said they were waiting to 
see if state aid to education cuts 
would be restored this fall by the Illi- 
nois General Assembly, providing ad- 
ditional money for salaries. The tenta- 
tive contract would have given teach- 
ers a 7 per cent salary and fringe 
benefit increase.' 


But according to sources teachers 


now want to have a policy for "reduc- 
tion In force" included in the 1975-76 
contract. That policy outlines a proce- 


dure for dismissing teachers should 
dropping enrollments warrant staff 
reductions. 


When the first tentative settlement 


was reached, the board agreed to 
adopt a "reduction in force" policy, 
one that would be separate from the 
contract. The board's policy com- 
mittee is currently conducting meet- 
ings to arrive at an acceptable 'reduc- 
tion in force" policy. Mrs. Rosen said 
the committee is currently collecting 
"reduction' in force" policies from 
neighboring school districts for back- 
ground material. 


Chase could not be reached for com- 


ment Wednesday. 


IN ACTION AT Tuesday's Dist. 26 


board meeting, plans to present a 
forecast of the district's financial fu- 
ture were postponed until the board's 
budget and finance committee can 
give their ideas to the report. That 
committee will meet with district offi- 
cials Wednesday at 8 p.m. A full re- 
port will be given to the board at a 
later date. 


The board also selected the archi- 


tectural firm of Fields, Goldman and 
Magee of Mount Vernon to serve as 
consultants on future district building 
projects. The firm was selected by the 
Illinois Capital Development Board to 
design the district's state-funded Nip- 
per School for children of MaryvUle 
Academy, but the district has,been 
• very pleased with their.work, said 
Supt. John Fridlund. •
